On 6/25/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on above date 
a meeting of the enlarged Secretariat of the CP, USA, was 
held in CP Headquarters, NYC. . 

Among those in attendance were: 

GUS HALL, JACK STACHEL, PHIL BART, WILLIAM WEINSTONE, 
BETTY GANNETT, IRVING POTASH, JAMES JACKSON, BEN DAVIS, JR., 
CARL WINTER, GEORGE MEYERS, HY LUMER, MORRIS CHILLS, ARNOLD 
JOHNSON, ART SHIELDS, ERIC BURT and JIM ALLEN. 

JAMES JACKSON acted as Chairman of the meeting. In- 
formant advised that the meeting concerned a report by 
GUS HALL regarding past Summit' developments. 

The Bureau was advised of the proceedings by re 
airtel and further dissemination is being made by means 
of this letter. 
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Remarks of GUS HALL 

"We" want to speak on some of the specific questions 
arising out of the wreckage of the Summit. "We" have to look 
at the reverberations caused by this wreckage ana! assess that 
the center of this political earthquake hit the USA. One of 
the conclusions that the Party must draw is that the cold war 
imperialist forces were opposed to the Summit, worked against 
it and finally succeeded in wrecking it. 

In saying this, however, the Party must not say that 
the cold war imperialist forces represent the thinking of the 
American people. "After 15 years of DULLES, ACHES ON, and 
others" these cold war forces have become stronger, better 
organized and deeply entrenched. These forces, however, were 
not able to have the same saffect that they have had in the 
past years. Opposition to these forces, although slow, have 
a greater potential. The Party would make a mistake if it 
were to conclude that these cold war forces are stronger than 
they really are because the American peace forces are growing 
and will continue to grow. 

The United States imperialist forces and the EISENHOWER 
Administration are very much on the defensive and "we" have 
to keep in mind that for the next 7 months there will be a 
"Lame Duck" administration. There will be 7 months of 
drifting with no new diplomatic moves and "we" have to make 
note of this, for this drifting will be in a very critical 
period. 

Many discussions are taking place and articles and 
stories are appearing wherein the capitalists have reached 
the point where they admit something is wrong, but they do 
not look at the real causes. The Party should enter irtto 
these discussions and add our specific contributions and 'we 
must give the Marxist outlook in these discussions. 
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Continuing, HALL stated that the success of the 
United States imperialism has its roots in the two world 
wars and in that sense its success is a "war baby. The •■ 
United States imperialism, however, has passed i „s apex and 
now faces a decline and accompanying retreat, r a.he uni-cea 
States faces a dilemma on how to retreat gracefully. - n f 
Party must make clear that the only sane door for the United 
States is to retreat inasmuch as its prestige is now a* i^s 
lowest ebb. 

HALL also remarked that the United States economy is 
overloaded with industrial capacity beyond current demanu and 
that automation thus complicates the problem further. He stated 
the United States bases abroad have lost Mieir purpose ana have 
become a millstone around the neck of the country. These bases 
were built on a policy of continued imperialis-o ex?^ 0 ?? J?^; 
now that expansion has been forced to retreat and is declining. 

Regarding the current crisis over the "inevitability 
of war" HALL posed as the key question whether or not • 
United States imperialism can be made to retreat wxthoub re- 
sorting to war. HALL stated that in his estimation the 
answer \m that such retreat possible without war, bu& 
not without struggle of other sorts. 

HALL pointed out that history, being the product of 
constantly changing relationship of world f orces, ^™™*»' 
ing the rise of socialist power. This power is geared toward 
peace, while the imperialist forces, heretofore, - anoaallenged 
for so long,were geared toward war and aggression. He said 
the important point is that these socialist forces »^ °x»ratlve 
now and are forcing imperialist forces to jetreat «£J»5»™ 
differently. HALL specifically pointed put with regard to 
Cuba that the United States would like to move in on Cuba 
but has been forced to hesitate because of the strength of 
the world socialist forces who oppose such a move. 
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HALL remarked that "our -suggestion" is that the 
National Security Council should be disbursed, dismantled, 
and its powers given to the Cabinet, and remarked that this 
is one of "our" demands, adding that if the American ■ people 
know what this is all about they will take the right course. 
He said it is of the titmost importance that the Party make 
the American people understand. 

HALL again commented that if the retreat (from foreign 
bases?) is possible without war, then war is not inevitable. 
He said that if it is not inevitable on that foundation rests 
the concepts of peace and co-existence. If peace can be main- 
tained then wis? can be contained. HALL then parenthetically 
remarked, do we believe in this outlook or is it something 
for so-called propaganda? The answer must be that "we" must 
believe in it with all our understanding of it. As a matter 
of principle wei'never set policy on the line of non-existent 
elements. To do so would be fatal, to do so would be arrogant. 
It would, mean to accept that all means justify the aims of 
the reactionaries. We do not, because to set a policy on 
non-existent elements, not to correspond to reality, would 
be rejected by the masses and would be fatal. 

"We" have said and others have said that the danger 
of war comes from possible accidents, incidents or desperations. 
This is still true but we cannot base general policy on this. 
We cannot base policy on accidents. Policy /must be based on 
the overall range of forces. "We" must not permit the danger 
to become a foundation for policy. How often has a ruling 
class started a war unless they have a chance for victory? 
Who in the United States could say that the United States 
imperialists could win a world war? The new element that 
the ruling class must consider is self-destruction : anW "their 
own self -interests, they dd; • 
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The question has been raised by "us" that American 
capitalism and the American Government could use the money 
saved through disarmament" for the good of the American .people. 
But they are not going to do this for 2 reasons. First because 
of their greedy self-interests, and secondly, because of the 
struggles of the people. These are come of the problems that . 
the Party faces. 

"We" as a Party in the United States, because of 
this situation face a very difficult problem, in that the 
imperialist forces will try to make this retreat at the ex- 
pense of the American people, especially the. working class 
people. Secondly they are going to "whip" up and use national 
pride, to confuse national pride with the interests of the 
imperialists. Our policy must be reared on two basic concepts. 
One, that "we" are against all imperialist expansion and 
exploitation. This remains a basic truisn?,^ i-s'-agiiSMoSUand 
propaganda, "We" are interested in America-,, With the 
slowness of our reaction to the Japanese events, the Party 
did not fulfill its responsibilities to the Japanese people. 
There was a weakness and it has to be sharpened. Secondly, 
"we" must reach the American people, starting from the posi- 
tion of their self -interests,, th this connection.,, the Party 
must show the American people that the policies of imperialism 
are not to their benefit, not to their interests, and the 
withdrawal of these flying bases is in the national interest 
of America as a nation, and above all to the working class 
people . The Party must work out a program which will be 
acceptable to sections of the working people, above all to 
the American working class. 

It would be effective to have American peace fighters 
meet with peace fighters from Japan, Norway, and wherever 
those bases are located, to work out a policy of riM&usei 
interest, to do away with these bases. 
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The Party is to create the feeling in the American 
people that these 250- bases are obsolete, lead weights which 
must be cut loose. "Let these bases sink but don't let 
■them sink the nation" must be our approach. 

There are a couple of other programs that the Party 
must give serious consideration to at this time. One is the 
whole question of the united front policy. The Party must 
take a step further in the concept of mass fronts. "We" 
must re-establish the concept of our Party. Unbelievable 
as it is "I" think that we have lost it. "I" would like to 
approach this program on the following basis: forsake these 
250 overseas bases and let us be agreed that this must become 
a major policy. 

The whole energy of the Party can be realized and 
made effective through the Party clubs. The full energy of 
the Party must be realized through these clubs and that is 
why they are the very center of the Party's work. 

The second thing I would like to examine is "our" 
relations with those closest to us . There is the Guardian 
("National Guardian") with its 28,000 (readers?), the young 
groups and the left elements in the union. A re -examination 
of our united front policy might profit us. 

The Party has gone through a period of revisionism 
and we are very shy about not making mistakes. The Party must 
find ways to have the masses work with us. This question 
of our closeness to the masses is of the utmost importance. 

Informant advised following GUS HALL'S report a dis- 
cussion took place. 
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Remarks of BEN DAVIS . 

DAVIS commented that the Party should aspire to a , 
situation of maturity with respect to Marxism-Leninism. He . 
stated that American imperialism has to be taken down several 
pegs. The next Summit meeting will have to take place under 
new conditions. One , that the Soviet Union's equality has to 
be granted, and two, China, India, ihdoneslra ' -has-' to- 'be included 
in such future discussions . DAVIS was of the opinion that there 
was "blurred" thinking regarding the question of peace and 
World War III. He said that the theory of horror of another 
war which would destroy the world is wrong and deprives the 
whole struggle for peace of a certain edge against the ruling 
class and against the monopoly capitalists, which must be 
made to understand that should a war take place, they are 
the ones who are going to be the principal losers. 

Regarding the international question DAVIS felt 
that it was a national disgrace the way in which the Party 
handled the Japanese question. He commented that the Party 
did not develop any real campaign, and that this showed a 
serious weakness on the part of the Party. He remarked that 
the same could be said of Cuba, where there is"sharp, impossible 
tension" between Cuba and American imperialism. He said the 
Party is not organizing any action whatsoever regarding 
solidarity with the Cuban people . 

Remarks of CARL WINTER 

CARL WINTER stated that HALL'S report established 
the proper "touchstone" for Party work in seeking "the service 
of the best interests and needs of our people as a nation." 
WINTER commented this is the way that the Party must act 
to assure that it is in harmony with the vanguard Parties 
throughout the world. WINTER said that while there are 
"differences of approach" between China and the Soviet Union, 
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these differences are not in any sense "conflicting or 
contradictory." He said these differences do not seek to 
present ©j^Os&jg solutions, nor will they result in antagcn-r 
isms. 

WINTER cautioned that the Party must realize tnat 
it is still dealing with the strongest imperialist power in 
the world, in the person of the United States, which power 
he said has the most politically backward working class. 

Remarks of MORRIS CHILDS 

CHILDS stated that the Party lias net as yet gst 
any concrete slogans that oould be adopted by the masses, 
and further, that the Party is afraid to fc&!l& for fear that it 
.w^uld be 100$ correct. 

Remarks of WILL WBINSTONE 

WEINSTONE commented that there are comrades who say 
that the "differences" spring from the different positions 
of the Parties and therefore to a certain extent to the 
division of labor within the inter-national family, and as 
a result there is a difference in the position of China and 
the Soviet Union. WEINST0NE said, however, that they are 
not dealing merely with the Chinese question, they are deal- 
ing with the question of international tactics. . . . 
WEINSTONE said that, in his opinion the literature of the 
Chinese Party is overplaying the inevitability of war and 
underplaying peaceful co-existence. WEINSTONE felt that 
the Party should emphasize the possibility of peaceful -co- 
existence and hammer this home to the Party. 
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Remarks of IRVING POTASH . 

POTASH was In agreement that while United States 
imperialism faces an inevitable decline, the process will 
be very gradual and will even include periods of ups and 
downs, wherein temporary expansion may take place, specific- 
ally as regards investments abroad. He said the Party must 
combat the pessimism of workers in the face of this decline 
by stressing that they,":the Workers", will advance ae social- 
ism advances. 

Following a short break, informant advised that CARL 
WINTER again spoke and said that some comrade had misunder- 
stood his remarks. WINTER said that what he was saying (with 
regard to China and the Soviet Union) was that they are not 
contradictory because if they were every Marxist would have 
to take a stand on one side or another, WINTER felt that 
they represent different circumstances in their respective 
situations. He said that there was a justifiable and necessary 
vigorous championship of KHRUSHCHEv" because of the role he 
represents in world affairs. WINTER said that the position 
taken by the Chinese spokesmen 'Tft%& not a legation of the 
Soviet position. WINTER commented that "they" must put for- 
ward a practical set of proposals for peace, disarmament 
and peaceful utilization of the Nation's resources, which he 
said means for the Party a great deal more in attacking the 
questions of taxation* inflation, and the fight for peace. 

Remarks of JIM ALLEN 

ALLEN stated that the difference between China and 
the Soviet Union is not a difference of ideology, it is a 
difference which arises from a consideration of a tactical 
question, that is how do you take best advantage of this con- 
tinuing shift in world relations. It is a question of emphasis. 
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He said "we", must approach the question as to how it affects 
us in a. domestic situation in the United States and hew the 
Party finds its position with relation to the inevitability 
of war. United States imperialism has reached an apex, and 
faces nothing hut decline. The U-2 policy was an aggressive 
policy and not a retreat. Diehards are still fighting for 
aggressive imperialism. 

Remarks of JIM JACKSON 

"I" want to express an opinion that GU8 (HALL) has 
made a profound report and the contribution is going to pre- 
sent the proper point for the Party in discussing this vital 
question of war cr peace. It will be welcomed by thorn and the 
world Marxists. GUS (HALL) has achieved what he is going to 
call his unified appeal theory of approach. He illustrated 
that in terms regarding Japan, where the mighfy American 
imperialist was forced to retreat at high noon, and in broad 
daylight, and in face of the whole world.... 

Following further comments in which all the partici- 
pants agreed with HALL'S report, GUS KALL concluded the dis- 
cussion by commenting that the Party ought to lay down ground 
rules as to what is correct. He said he would like to urge 
that this was not a pre -convention discussion and they should 
not get into any such frame of mind. This is a discussion 
that will most likely go on for some time. It is not a ques- 
tion for revision,... 

It is not a discussion of Stalin's point of view. It 
is a scientific way of proving the discussion theory.... 
"I" would hate to see the situation where we go "out on a limb". 
It is easy to do,... S'U have these questions nicely resolved 
and then be left holding the bag..,. 

HALL said that "we" do not want anyone to grind axes. 
"We" want to strengthen our Party and not weaken it, tb f urther 
unify the Party. 

Meeting adjourned.

SARAH JAFPE was called in to run seven thousand 
leaflets for a rally to be held in Union Square 
June 30/60. WM ALBERTSON said that 15 thousand~had 
already been run by some one else and they also wanted 
another 15 thousand but had only enough paper for seven 
thousand at the time. When three thousand had been 
run the stencil broke and had to be destroyed. When 
the stencil began to give it started to wrinkel at 
the bottom and the words "Issued by ADVANCE Room 636-799 
Broadway N.Y. 3 N.Y." could not be read. WM. ALBERTSON 
said he did not care about that at long as "June 30, 
UNION SQUARE" could be read and another thousand or so 
was run with the bottom illegible. 

The woman who was not know came in and worked 
for about an hour with ESTHER CANTOR^and EVELYN WEINER 
in the State board room. ESTHER typed and she wrote and 
went through some files she evidently had with her.

On 5/25/60, there was a meeting held at Central 
Plaza, Second Avenue and 7th Street, NYC, sponsored by 
"The Worker", Concerning the failure of the recent summit 
meeting. GUS HALL, JAMES E.- JACKSON and BEN DAVIS spoke 
concerning the failure of the summit meeting and the U-2 
incident, president EISENHOWER was attacked as being responsible 
for the U-2 "blunder" and the failure of the summit was said 
to be the responsibility of the US and not Russia. All of 
the speakers felt that all of the presidential candidates 
should be questioned on the peace question and that the peace 
question should be the number one political issue.

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On 7/13/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on the above 
date a meeting of the CPUSA Secretariat and invited guests 
was held in the third floor board room at CP Headquarters, 
NYC. 



The meeting was chaired by GUS HALL and among those 
present were the following:

JAMES JACKSON DANNY RUBIN 

JACK STACHEL 

GUS HALL opened the meeting and suggested the 
following agenda for the next NEC meeting (Scheduled for 
July 23 and 24, i960) : 

1. The electoral campaign including policy and 
Party program. 

2. The question of a united front. 

HALL indicated that possib?^y new organizational 
proposals might be discussed at this coming NEC meeting. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK next reported on "The Worker." 
He stated that an advisory council for "The Worker" has 
been established into a number of sub-divisions such as 
financial, organization, and circulation. He said a special 
committee has been established to lay the foundation for a daily 
paper, but no public announcement of this has' been made-. He 
said this special committee ha3 decided to raise money by 
issuing certificates to be purchased by individuals and it 
will be stated that the money represented by these 
certificates may be used only for establishing a daily Marxist 
paper and if this is not done the money has to be returned. 
He commented that commitments of about $10,000 have already 
been made. 

WEINSTOCK stated that they planned a circulation 
drive in October of this year and they hope to rafe e 
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subscriptions of about 500 in NY and about 500 nationally. He 
stated that from January 1 to July 1 of this year, there has 
been an increase in circulation of 550. 

WEINSTOCK then complained of laek of cooperation 
received from BILL ALBERTSON adding that he has to "camp on 
ALBERTSON'S door" to collect the money. He described 
ALBERTSON'S attitude as bad and that he has no initiative. 
WEINSTOCK was also of the opinion that there should be only 
one press director for all the five counties in NYC 
because at present he has been unable to assemble the county 
press directors at one time. WEINSTOCK also complained of 
the lack of cooperation by the NY State staff and said that 
NY State is taken up with' factionalism and personal animosities 
which he said makes it impossible to organize anything in such 
an atmosphere. 

JACK STACHEL stated that "The Worker" is still 
running a deficit of approximately $ 100, 000 annually. 
STACHEL felt that ALBERTSON was not the only person to 
blame for the situation in NY State. He proposed that a 
special meeting be held with the leaders of NY State to 
raise these questions. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY reported that the district had 
turned over to "The Worker" over $19,000. He also 
reported that the NY District had raised $35,735.39 and 
under the original agreement the district was to receive 
30$, "The Worker" 30$ and the counties 40$. He pointed out 
that "The Worker" had received over 50$ of this amount. 

HATHAWAY further remarked that the election expenses 
had proved more than was anticipated and that the entire 
staff was getting behind in wages. HATHAWAY pointed out that 
he had recently proposed that the NY State staff be reduced 
in number in order to conform to its income, but that this was 
not approved by GUS (HALL,) BEN (DAVIS) and others. 

HATHAWAY remarked that WEINSTOCK should, instead of 
attacking ALBERTSON attempt to get together with ALBERTSON 
in a comradely way and recognize the organizational set up for 
what it is adding that in such a way a workable method could 
Ibe devised. ^^^r 
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WILL WEINSTONE stated that the major weakness of the 
NY organization is that they are unable to mobilize . the member- 
ship. He suggested that each section should undertake Summer 
.activities in order to raise funds. WEINSTONE agreed with the 
idea expressed by LOUIS WEINSTOCK that" they should end the 
current fund drive in order to set a new one in motion. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT then gave a report on the NAACP 
convention. He noted that this convention took place against 
a background of the emergence of independence for 16 Negro led 
African states. He said that this was having a profound 
effect on millions of American Negroes and was becoming an 
important point in American foreign policy. He contrasted 
this against the present internal situation of the US wherein 
he said the struggle for Negro rights is not progressing. In 
speaking of the convention, LIGHTFOOT commented that the 
speech by Governor FREEMAN of Minnesota s!; the convention was 
"perhaps the most self critical speech I have witnessed from 
a public official" on the Negro question. 

He said the convention wa3 divided into panels 
dealing with: 

1-. NAACP leadership 

2. Political action 

3. Use of economic weapons and others 

LIGHTFOOT commented that no substantial headway was 
made in terms of integrating young people on a policy level,.. 
The young, people had influenced the convention more than any 
other class Of people * LIGHTFOOT commented that in his 
opinion, the primary thing was that- the leadership of the 
NAACP, in the past decade, has had no conception of what is 
required to win freedom in the US. He said that the 
convention was absent of "red baiting" in the principal 
speeches, panels, and so forth, until (A. PHILIP) RANDOLPH 
spoke at the banquet. 

LIGHTFOOT said that "we" were pitifully small there 
and the main problem is that "we" have very few Communist 
led movements in the organization* adding that he believed 
that they have thrown out of the organization those that were 
there (apparently referring to Communists).

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Following LIGHTFOOT's report , a discussion period 
was held, WILLIAM WEINSTONE felt that it was necessary to 
take up the struggle against Communism in the NAACP'* BEN 
DAVIS felt that the Party must support any and all organisa- 
tions that further the Negro Peoples Movement and he said 
that the NAACP is an essential organisation to express the aim 
of the Negro people. DAVIS listed the following three 
organizations as decisive organizations in the Negro Peoples 
Movement : 

1 . NAACP 

2. Negro Peoples Movement in the South 

3. Negro American Labor Council (NALC) 

Continuing, DAVIS remarked that the actions of 
these organizations in terms of policy and mass struggle will 
determine how the Negro will act and how the Negro will vote. 

DAVIS felt that it was to the Party 1 s advantage to 
build the Southern movement and the NALC in order that the 
NAACP will not continue to dominate the thinking of the Negro* 
DAVIS said that the Party must point out that "red baiting" 
is the one remaining way in which the ruling class of this 
country maintains its ties with the tfegro Peoples Movement. 
JAMES JACKSON was of the opinion that the Party should con- 
duct an ideological struggle to defend the left and the 
pro-Communist left in these organisations • He characterized 
the Negro Peoples Movement as the only national movement in the 
US that is formally anti- Communist in ite make-up. 

JACK STACHEL commented that the Negro peoples Move- 
ment represents one of the most important national movements 
to arise in the US for a long time and on the eve of this 
great struggle, the Party is making no headway. He said the 
Party must sit down and determine how it can function as a 
vanguard party. GUS HALL stated that the only " breakthrough" 
made by the Party in the last few months had been by way of 
recruiting new people into the Party (from these organizations) 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT agreed with the comments made by 
BEN DAVIS and said that the Party should explore the 
possibility of building a cadre among these organizations. He 



* 
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pointed out that while the younger generation may lack 
"knowledge" of the Party, youth does have "an interest" 
in the Party. LIGHTFOOT added that he did not share BEN 
DAVIS ' estimate of the NAACP however. He said the NAACP has 
357*000 members with 45 operative branches and that the Party 
must move to increase its cadre within the NAACP . 

Regarding the Negro Peoples Movement, LIGHTFOOT 
commented that the Party *s role must be to become a factor 
in advancing a program, 

LIGHTFOOT then made the following proposals: 

1. An article shottld be prepared for "Political 
Affairs" regarding this field and'he volunteered to submit 

a draft for approval. 

2. The article written last year entitled, "High 
Cost of Red Baiting" should be published in mimeographed form 
and sent to the districts. The districts in turn should get 
it into the hands of local chapter members of the NAACP. 

3. A committee of DANNY (RUBIN), BEN (DAVIS) and 
JIM (JACKSON) be appointed to meet and discuss youth councils. 

4. A committee of JIM ( JACKSON), BEN (DAVIS) and 
| TED (BASSETT) meet and prepare the feature article regarding 

the Democratic Convention's civil rights plank. Informant, 
I however, was unable to determine whether or not LIGHTFOOT' s 
[proposals were accepted.

He said that 
the Party should set up an objective during the next 
few months and have a thorough examination of this 
phase of Party organization. lie said that this 
examination should establish new districts where 
the Party has been active for a long tine. He said 
it should take in dues payments* organization, peace, 
the nature of the club, the length of time which it has 
functioned in a particular area, finances, fund drives 
and political problems. He said that such an examination 
should be carried on through June, July and August, and 
include districts in Hew York, Hew Jersey, Ohio, 
Michigan and Illinois. He suggested that a committee 
of 15 to 25 members be set up to carry out this examina- 
tion. 

lie continued that the information and statistics 
achieved through this examination would be a great help to 
the Party generally and would enable them to carry out 
remedial steps to strengthen 3ome sectors of CP organization.

REPORT BY MORR I S CHILDS ON THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 

With a break for lunch, MORRIS CHILDS reported from 
approximately 10:30 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. on the international 
situation. He read from notes based on a document which was 
identified on the blackboard as a letter from the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union to all other Communist Parties. This 
document or letter gave details of the current ideological 
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dispute between the CPSU and the Communist Party of China. 
This dispute revolves around whether or not peaceful coeKistence 
between capitalism and socialism is possible and whether or - 
not war is inevitable. The CPSU maintains that in the present 
epoch, peaceful coexistence is possible and war is not 
inevitable. The Communist Party of China contends that as 
long as capitalism exists , there will be war. 

CHILDS said that he had a message from ELIZABETH 
(GURLEY FLYNN) in regard to a conference of Communist Parties 
in Bucharest, Rumania, in which this ideological dispute 
between the CPSU and the Communist Party Of China became rather 
sharp. He stated that FLYNN said she played a role in 
Bucharest and defended the position of the CPSU as opposed to 
that of the Communist Party of China. 

By way of comment, many present at this meeting thought 
that CHILDS had received this information from some source or 
sources other than ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, 

CARL WINTER asked if there is any other material 

available on this ideological dispute. He also asked when this 

dispute started. He also asked what is the source of this 
ideological dispute. 

CHILDS parried all questions of this type, but said 
that there are undoubtedly some government problems involved, 
but since the CP, USA is not a part of the Warsaw treaty pact, 
he does not know much about any problems between the governments 
of China and the USSR. 

By way of comment, many persons present at this 
meeting realized that there must be something more than an 
ideological dispute between the CPSU and the Communist Party 
of China. 
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MOTION 3Y GUS HALL 

GUS HALL made a motion that this meeting go on record 
to state that the document of the CFSU reflects the thinking . 
and the spirit of the 17th National Convention of the CP, USA. 
The CP , USA endorses the CPSU document with no reservations of 
any kind. 

This motion was adopted with no one opposing it. 

HALL said that this motion will be made a formal 
resolution, but the resolution will refer to the report of 
CHILDS or use some other phraseology to avoid mentioning that 
a document of the CPSU is being endorsed by the CP, USA without 
reservations . 

REPORT BY GUS HALL ON INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS 

HALL said that he agreed with the contents of the ^ 
report of CHILDS. We do not often practice theory as a guide 
to action. We should check to see if we practice some of the 
things mentioned in the document referred to by CHILDS. This 
document must be a guide to action. If the scales of peace are 
tipped, we do not understand how. Do we understand the essence 
of the new epoch? This document is a sharp attack on doctri- 
nairism. The logical end of doctrinairisra is sectarianism and 
adventurism in politics. If you replace concrete analysis with 
old formulas instead of new answers coming from new conditions, 
it leads to dogmatism. 

Do we in the CP, US A still suffer from this kind of 
weakness? Yes. If we are close to the bottom (that is, the 
rank and file), we can avoid this kind of dogmatism. Let us 
not think that we have no revisionism in our ranks because we 
are putting the emphasis on dogmatism. Let us raise the 
struggle to new heights, but on specific conditions. There are 
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five conditions in the world today and these are; (1) World 
tensions have increased. (2) Relations between the United 
States and the Soviet Union have sharpened. (3) Nex* nations 
are coming into being. (4) Imperialism, in general, has 
lost its prestige. (5) The United States has suffered some 
setbacks . 

HALL repeated a statement from the document read by 
CHILDS.. This statement is that our epoch is not merely an 
epoch of imperialism and wars; it is an epoch of the disinte- 
gration of imperialism and the advance of socialism. 

As to the fact that world tensions have increased, 
we cannot say, ipso facto, that the war danger has increased 
because the tensions increased in a new contesct where forces of 
peace have grown stronger. The forces of peace can stop the 
forces of war, despite an increase in tensions. This does not 
mean that we should rule out the possible intervention in 
Cuba by the United States, but we are not so sure that the 
United States can intervene. 

The problem of tensions is a necessity for the 
domestic and foreign policy of United States imperialism. 
Actually, in 1932 (HALL may have meant to say 1942) , JOHN 
FOSTER. DULLES saw the need for creating artificial tensions in 
order to keep the people mobilized. 

There are examples of this in recent weeks. Billions 
of dollars in war orders have been released on the basis of 
created tensions. Some of these billions were held back until 
we got closer to the elections. This is no surprise, since the 
economy is weakening, so tensions could be used to throw money 
in, in order to bolster the economy prior to the elections. 
World tensions can be used as one of the features of state 
monopoly capitalism. 

The Soviet Union carries on a political fight for 
the releasing of tensions. When the United States and the 
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Soviet Union were carrying on talks, the tensions eased, and 
the United States was faced with some real economic problems. 
Why have tensions increased between the United States and 
the Soviet Union? . It is not due only to the incidents such 
as the U-2 overflights and the DR. 47, or whatever is the 
number, of the reconnaissance plane incident. It is also 
due to the support of Cuba and the Congo by the Soviet Union. 

One thing is sure, and that is that the era of 
double-dealing pursued by the United States is gone. The 
sharpening of relations between the United States and the 
Soviet Union is not due to a new policy on the part of the 
Soviet Union; on the contrary, the Soviet Unicn is pursuing 
a policy of peaceful coexistence and is fighting for it as 
it did before. 

New matters that come into play prove that as the 
socialist world grows, it accelerates the tempo of colonial 
independence. Imperialism can be forced to retreat tfith a 
minimum of armed conflict, not because it is gocdhearted, 
but because of the growth of the influence of the socialist 
world. In the Congo, the imperialists had a conspiracy. 
They engaged in double-dealing. It will not succeed. All 
this proves the process of disintegration of imperialism. 

United States imperialism has suffered more setbacks 
The most serious one is Cuba. Some methods of imperialism 
do not work anymore, such as the gas (oil) boycott of Cuba. 
This actually turned into a retreat and defeat for United 
States monopolies. The same thing happened in regard to the 
sugar quotas. This form does not work anymore. 

The Congo has no armed force. Cuba has an armed 
force, but pitted against United States might and nuclear 
weapons, it is nothing. But these unarmed countries and 
little countries with arms can speak up to the United States 
with authority because of the new relation of forces. This 
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is true, although the small countries have no armed forces 
to back them. The new relation of forces can compel the 
United Nations to act, 

We cannot say that the dangers for Cuba are over. 
There is a possibility of military attack from the United 
States. The United States may use many methods to try to 
subdue Cuba. A warning against complacency is necessary. 
So we must mount a greater movement fcr peace and for the 
fight for Cuban independence, and we should be in the center 
of this. 

The meeting between KONRAD ADENAUER and CHARLES 
DE GAULLE, and now HAROLD MCKELLAN, may be a get-together 
to try to rival the United States in order to prevent American 
hegemony. 

We must see United States imperialism in a two-sided 
way. It is suffering some setbacks, but it is making headway. 
By pretending to be anti- imperialism and anti-colonial, 
United States imperialism is actually grabbing what the older 
powers left behind. United States imperialism is replacing 
the older powers and is succeeding, 

By way of comment, HALL learned his lessons from the 

CPSU well. 

Continuing, HALL said, we should examine the peace 
movement in the United States and place this problem in the 
center of cur work. In the United States, we do not have an 
anti-war movement as such, but there are all kinds of groups 
fighting for peace. There are the peace marches and groups 
fighting for the abandoning of nuclear tests. 

The fight now should be around Cuba. Cuba should be 
in the center of the fight for peace. The mass movements of 
the people have new power and strength. Does this apply to the 
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Uriited States? Yes 0 Just like in other countries, we see this 
in the Negro movement, in the peace movement, and in the labor 
delegations which travel abroad and get strength. 

The elections in the United States cannot be separated 
from this because there is the "uninvited* 5 guest influencing 
our election struggle, The 'hminvited" guest is the colonial 
struggles, the socialist countries, etc* This new epoch must 
give us a new understanding of the anti-monopoly coalition. 
If we understand the epoch better, we will have a deeper 
concept of the anti-monopoly coalition. 

Concerning state monopoly capitalism as a feature 
of the present-day society, the peaceful road to socialism 
continues to become a possibility as socialism becomes stronger , 
We need to discuss this problem more boldly. We should take 
into consideration our history and specific conditions in 
the United States, Of course, we should not say there is only 
one road to socialism, but perfea^s we should say what MAO TSE 
TUNG said, we wish for a certain road, 

HALL reminded the National Executive Committee that 
FOSTER had raised the question of the peaceful development of 
socialism in the United States P When we talk of the present 
epoch, we do not use it as a phrase; It is a reality. In it, 
the answers to questions posed by life have to be sought. 
As LENIN said, not by generalities, but by analysis of specific 
situations. 

In the discussion of the problem before us today 
(the report of GHILDS), s? we take no sides, " but we have to 
deal with the problems that have been raised,

REPORT OF ARNOLD JOHNSON ON PEACE 

ARNOLD JOHNSON stated, we have a peace movement in 
the United States which is diverse and loosely organized. It 
is made up of assorted categories of pacifists, scientists, 
church people, Negro leaders, etc. 

This general peace movement is never expressed through 
a peace G$g@&ization. These various categories deal with 
certain issues coming to the fore, such as nuclear tests, 
the independence of Cuba, or the Congo, etc. 

We can only deal with one phase at a time in the peace 
movement. The most important peace movement to come f orward 
in recent times is the Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy (SANE) . 
It is a movement that is more than an organization. It has an 
organization in forty states. Actually, it functions well in 
only eighteen states. Even in those eighteen states, not all 
of the organizations of SANE function well, but SANE does have 
an organization in the major centers of the United States. 

In its early life, SANE campaigned to stop nuclear 
tests. Later it engaged in other activities. Now SANE is 
engaged in a sharp internal struggle, caused in part by 
Senator THOMAS DODD, a member of the Senate Internal Security 
Committee. But the Senate Internal Security Committee is not 
succeeding. SANE has made some efforts at screening to get 
rid of some Communists. The ratio of Communists to non- 
Communists in SANE is insignificant. Most of the local organiza- 
tions of SANE «&$ch voted against screening were non- Communist . 
In some city organizations of SANE, not one Communist could be 
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found, but these organizations voted against screening, as 

suggested by the National Committee of SAME, by a vote of 

14 to 4, In Boston, where there are no Communist members 

in SANE, the Boston organization voted 23 to 0 to reject 

the suggestion of the National Committee of SANE for screening. 

The Quakers are against screening in SANE* Some 
groups, non-Communist groups, threatened t& resign from SANE 
if the nev? policy of screening is put into effect. Communists 
put pressure on these groups to get them not to resign. 

The National Committee of SAME is trying to implement 
the new policy and is sending out screening letters. Actually, 
most organizations of SANE are not complying. In New York, 
NORMAN COUSINS could only muster 5 per cent of the vote for 
that policy. Until recently, there had been a feud between 
COUSINS and Dr. LINUS PAULING • However, COUSINS sent out a 
letter to place PAULING on the board of SANE because PAULING is 
a martyr in the eyes of the people who are for peace since he 
was called to appear before the Internal Security Committee. 

SANE is not a stable organization. It has no finances. 
It issues material only sporadically. It depends on advertisements 
to make its views known from time to time. SANE is planning a 
national convention this fall. 

Many community conferences on disarmament are held by 
SANE, but this year for the first time SANE will not hold an 
annual conference on disarmament. The Quakers have sent out 
letters asking people for their opinion as to why the Summit 
meeting broke up* 

Proposals have been made that maybe a campaign should 
be started to remove United States military forces from foreign 
bases. This proposal was inspired by the actions in Great 
Britain and in Japan. Nothing has happened in the United States 
as yet in regard to this proposal* SANE will not take it up. 
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Perhaps we could set up an ad hoc committee for this purpose. 
One million Americans abroad are connected with American* 
overseas bases. 

We need Hiroshima panels. We need more work on 
Cuba. We need more work on Africa. We need forums on dis- 
armament. We need an intensification of the campaign to 
bring China into the United Nations. There is a need for 
other forms of organization besides SANS. 

We must find a way to bring back latent peace forces, 
but not under one umbrella.. There is a growing awareness that 
some international peace policy is necessary. If next spring 
there is a Pugwash sf.vlg n-F international peace conference, 

people like and others have promised to attend. b6

SANE has established contact with the British peace 

movement. 



In concluding, JOHNSON said, we ought to take another 
look at the National Committee for American-Soviet Friendship. 
It is being neglected. It is organizing a meeting in Carnegie 
Hall for 11/8/60. We also ought to take another look at LINUS 
PAULING and strengthen the movement around him since he has 
become popular after being hounded by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities and the Senate Internal Security Committee, 

This meeting adjourned at this point. The session 
of Sunday, 8/7/60, was to begin with a discussion of the oeace 
movement .

DISCUSSION ON THE REPORT OF MORRIS CHILD'S 
WHICH WAS DELIVERED ON 8/6/60 



JIM WEST was the chairman of the morning session which 
started at 10:00 a.m. on 8/7/60. 

There was a continuation of the discussion of a report 
delivered by MORRIS CHILDS on 8/6/60. This report was based on

a letter or document from the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union to all other Communist Parties and 
dealt with the current ideological dispute between the CPSU and 
the Communist Party of China. 

The following participated in this discussion: 
CARL WINTER, DOROTHY HEALEY, GEORGE MEYERS, IRVING POTASH, 
3ETTY GANNETT, JIM ALLEN, TOMMY DENNIS , WILLIAM WEINSTONE and 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. 

It was noted that during this discussion the racial 
question entered into the remarks of some of the speakers. 
It was inferred that the position of the CPSU, as opposed to 
that of the Communist Party of China, might be difficult to 
sell to the Negro people* Some may take the position that 
Russia is a nation of white people opposing China, a nation 
of colored or non- white people. 

GUS HALL suggested that it might be a good idea to 
have reports and discussions on CKILDS's report in the various 
state committees, but that these discussions should not become 
a debate. He said, this is a moment when the CP, USA has to 
take a stand. He said that he endorses the document of the 
CPSU in toto. He proposed that this meeting of the National 
Executive Committee endorse the document of the CPSU. He said 
that this action would flow from the resolutions of the 17th 
National Convention of the CP, US A and would prove that the 
resolutions of the 17th National Convention of the CP, USA are 
correct. 

BEN DAVIS protested that HALL was proposing not only 
an endorsement of the CPSU document, but a re- endorsing of the 
17th National Convention of the CP,USA* 

Others protested that this endorsement of the contents 
of the document of the CPSU might be made public. HALL said 
that the endorsement would be only for those of us at this meeting. 
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It is an endorsement of the principled questions in the CPSU 
document and agrees that the CPSU document sets out these 
principles as the CP, USA sees them. 

The contents of the CPSU document were, then endorsed 
unanimously, 

ELECTOR AL DEVELOPMENTS 

It was decided to postpone continuation of the 
discussion of the report made on Saturday by ARNOLD JOHNSON. 
This report dealt with peace. It was decided to continue 
the discussion of JOHNSON'S report on Tuesday morning, August 
9, I960, at 10:00 a.m. It was felt that JOHNSON'S report was 
insufficient or inadequate in giving a national picture of the 
peace movement in the United States, While it is very important 
that the psace movement b# fully discussed, it was felt that a 
discussion of electoral developments should not be further 
delayed. 

REPORT OF BEN DAVIS 

BEN DAVIS gave a lengthy report on electoral developments. 
Most of it was written and contained a lot of verbiage. DAVIS 
again, threw out the idea of rtanning presidential candidates in 
the name of the Communist Party. He said that he could not see 
any differences in the Democratic and Republican parties. He 
described RICHARD NIXON as a no good Fascist and JACK KENNEDY 
as a clerical Fascist. 

Report of CLARENCE HATHAWAY ON THE ELECTION CAMEAliH 

After the report of BEN DAVIS, the meeting adjourned 
for lunch. TOMMY DENNIS was the chairman of the afternoon session. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY read a subcommittee statement on 
election policy. He said that this is not a finished document 
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since the members of the subcommittee offered many amendments 
which will be incorporated into the statement* 

The statement will be at variance' with the report of 
BEN DAVIS . It will urge that the Committee on Political 
Education (COPE), the Americans for Democratic Action, and 
various unions hold conferences to put pressure on Congress 
to enact legislation which is contained in the platforms of 
the Democratic and Republican parties. It will advocate the 
formation of a Farmer-Labor Party, but will aim an appeal to 
the followers of the Democratic Party. 

DISCUSSION ON ELECTORAL DEVELOPMENTS 

After the reading of the statement by CLARENCE HATHAWAY, 
> GEORGE MEYERS and CARL WINTER participated in the discussion. 
WINTER spoke about as long as BEN DAVIS . WINTER was given extra 
time for his remarks, since he had attended both the Democratic 
and Republican national conventions.

CONTINUATION OF THE D ISCUSSION ON THE ELECTION CAMPAIGN 
Remarks o f GUS HALL ' 

The sessions of 8/8/60 began with a continuation of 
the discussion on the election campaign. After some speakers 
had made a few remarks, GUS HALL warned that the CPUSA should 
distinguish between the barkers (referring to the political 
leaders) and the masses. We are after the masses. We are 
putting out a Communist platform fc It is a policy statement of 
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ERIK BERT 
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MORRIS GUILDS 
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GUS HALL 
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ARNOLD JOHNSON 
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the Communist Party and not a policy statement of the Americans 
for Democratic Action or some Trotskyite group* We must look 
beyond I960, There is developing a breakup of the old political 
parties, particularly the Democratic Party . New alliances are 
. being formed and we should be prepared for thenu We should 
avoid a feeling of ?? a plague against both your, houses*" New 
forces are emerging. This was displayed at the conventions 
through marches , vigils, etc* 

While the marches have not been aimed at forming a 
new party, the Communist Party must be ready to lead such a 
march. It must work at different levels; it must work inside 
movements, even if these movements have illusions* Some 
movements want to break away from the Democratic Party . Some 
movements want to work within the Democratic Party* The Negro 
people are working and pressuring* They have no illusions • 
We have to work with them. We must spread the idea of a third 
party. 

HALL disagreed with those who had said that if the 
Communist Party put forth its own candidates, it would narrow 
down the work of the Communist Party in the election campaign. 
He said that if the Communist Party is asked why it does not 
have more candidates, it should point out that there are 
specific election laws against Communist Party candidates in 
thirty- four states in the United States* 

Do we want struggles? Can we mold events? We can 
say, yes. These struggles and events can leave an imprint on 
the election campaign now and afterwards* This is the key to 
Party work. 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

After some comments by CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT and HELEN 
WINTER, BEN DAVIS spoke again* He insisted that there were no 
contradictions between his report and the election policy 
statement which CLARENCE HATHAWAY had read on Sunday. He did 
withdraw his proposal for Communist Party presidential and vice- 




presidential candidates . 




DAVIS said that the Communist Party needs a more 
critical attitude toward the Democratic Party than it has had 
in the past. What is new about the situation is that more 
criticism can be leveled at, and more pressures can be put 
upon, the Democratic Party* The ruling class keeps the working 
class tied to the two-party system through the Democratic 
Party. Even on civil rights, the Democratic Party platform 
does not measure up to the TRUMAN report on civil rights of 
1948. 

By way of comment, during tho discussion, almost 
everyone who spoke criticised the report of BEN DAVIS and said 
that there was a difference between his report and the election 
policy statement read by CLARENCE HATHAWAY, 

Remarks of CLARENCE HATHAWAY 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY spoke again and said that the new 
draft of the election policy statement is not ready. However, 
he would propose its adoption with the proviso that an editorial 
committee will work on it. He also proposed that this editorial 
committee or platform committee reduce the statement to four 
thousand words in order that it will be possible to publish the 
statement in a four-page insert in n The Worker" with appropriate 
cartoons. It will also be published as a pamphlet. 

HATHAWAY also proposed that the Communist Party not 
have a national election conference and that instead of such a 
conference, the money be used for leaflets, pamphlets, etc. 
He also proposed that regional election conferences be organized 
and that the next National Committee meeting be held tox*ard the 
end of this year. 

HATHAWAY said that it is useful to point out the 
similarities between the platforms of the Democratic and Republican 
parties. If we are to take advantage of the mass movements and 
the discontent of the Negroes, trade unionists, the aged, and

$he farmers, we should take up specifically each plank of the j 

platform of the Democratic Party and polemize against the stand j 

taken by the Democratic Party and tell the people what to do I 

to get some results out of this platform. / 

In regard to foreign policy, the Communist Party should 
expose the monopoly interests. Both the Democratic and Republican] 
parties had to say that they favor peace, but we should organize / 
the people for more concessions and specifically make the [ 
Republican and Democratic parties promise that they will seek I 
peace. \ 

We should take up the idea of a new party, but should 1 
not refer to it as a third party. The tactical approach should \ 
be that this will be the first party. Until the old Farmer- \ 
Labor Party was able to elect one Senator, it was considered I 
that it would be impossible for this party to accomplish anything. I 

Proposals of GUS HALL J 

GUS HALL proposed the following: (1) That the I 
National Executive Committee adopt the main line of the report \ 
of BEN DAVIS on the elections. (2) That the National Executive 1 
Committee adopt the election platform statement. (3) That 
BEN DAVIS prepare an article for "Political Affairs," but that 
he rewrite his report on the basis of the discussion at this 
meeting. 

By way of comment, HALL was politely telling DAVIS that 
he was being given this chance to get into line with the rest of 
the Party leadership. 

(4) That the following persons comprise the Editorial Committee 
for the election platform statement: GUS HALL, BEN DAVIS, 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY and CARL WINTER. 

The National Executive Committee accepted these proposals 
and also voted that the election platform statement be reduced 
to four thousand words. 
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The National Executive Committee voted not to hold 
a national election conference, and instead to use the money 
for the distribution of leaflets and pamphlets* 

The National Executive Committee voted that the next 
meeting of the National Committee will be held in November, 
sometime after the national elections. 

The National Executive Committee voted that regional 
meetings of National Committee members should be held in the 
East and in the Midwest to discuss the election campaign, and 
that others besides National Committee members should be 
invited to attend these regional meetings. 

The National Executive Committee also voted to set up 
a committee to obtain specific information on election laws 
in order to demonstrate that there is discrimination against 
the Communist Party. No one was named to this committee at 
this meeting, but ARNOLD JOHNSON has worked on these matters in 
the past. 

CARL WINTER and CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT stated that the 
Midwest election campaign conference will be held on or about 
September 15, 1960, In the far West, someone from San Francisco 
will to to the Northwest to discuss the election campaign on 
the basis of the discussion at this National Executive Committee 
meeting. 

REPORT BY CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT ON THE 
GHANA CONFERENCE OF NEGRO WOMEN 

Following lunch and an executive session of the 
National Executive Committee, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT gave a report on 
the Ghana Conference of Negro Women. He said that twenty- six 
women from the United States attended this conference. Nine 
countries were represented, including the United States, Ghana, 
the United Arab Republic, Israel, Tunesia, Algeria, Congo, and 
the West Indies. 



LIGHTFOOT said that the United States State Department 




suffered a big defeat at this conference. HANNAH EDGEMOND 
(phonetic), of New York, was appointed by the United States 
State Department to head the delegation from the United States. 
The women in the delegation of the United States wanted to 
know who made her the head of the delegation. Before long, 
they elected SHIRLEY GRAHAM DUBOIS as the head of the delegation. 
The United States State Department became a minority of four 
in the entire conference. The United States delegation elected 
an executive committee, consisting of SHIRLEY DUBOIS, HAZEL 
GRAY from New York, someone from San Francisco, and a girl 
from the International Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers 
in Chicago. 

During the conference, a resolution was presented 
condemning the oppression of colored people in several countries, 
including a condemnation of the United States for discriminating 
against Negro women. 

HANNAH EDGEMOND took the floor and defended the 
United States. Women from all over the world " jumped on her" 
and she had to beat a retreat. She was charged with being 
"brainwashed" and with being infected with mental imperialism. 

A committee consisting of SHIRLEY DUBOIS and CATHY 
JOHNSON was establsfted for the purpose of maintaining 
correspondence in contemplation of a smaller conference next 
year somewhere in Africa. 

LIGHTFOQT said that while the Ghana conference was a 
blow to the United States State Department, no one should be 
surprised if the State Department is better organized for the 
next conference in order to influence world affairs. 

The National Executive Committee voted that the 
Organization Department should set up a women's commission 
for the CP, USA. 

MANNY BLUM commented that SYLVIA WOODS of Chicago, 
who recently returned from a trip to Denmark, Russia, and other 



countries, has people crying when she talks favorably about the 
equality in the socialist countries. 

PRESENTATION OF A DRAFT STATEMENT ON PEACE 
BY Hif LUMSE 



HY. LUJSSR presented a draft policy statement on peace. 
The statement begins with the mentioning of Hiroshima. It states 
that the paramount task is peace and peaceful coexistence. 
It advocates disarmament and states that war is not inevitable, 
it contains quotations from the main political resolution of the 
17th National Convention of the CP, USA. It states that American 
imperialism has suffered setbacks due to the pressure o& the 
people. 

The national Executive Committee accepted this draft 
statement but referred it back to the subcommittee. There were 
a couple of points of dispute. JIM JACKSON insisted that the 
statement contain something about the possibility of peaceful 
transition to socialism. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON wanted the statement to endorse the 
Bucharest communique issued at the conference of Communist 
Parties in Bucharest in June, 1960. Soma people pointed out 
that this would be inadvisable because of the Mc Carran Act. 
The National Executive Committee was asked if the majority 
wanted the peace policy statement to say something about the 
Bucharest communique and the Moscow peace declaration of 1957. 
The answer of the National Executive Coeamittee was, yes, but 
that it will require careful wording and should flow from the 
main political resolution of the 17th National Convention of the 
CP, US A* 

GUS HALL, HY LtJMER, BEN DAVIS and CARL WINTER were 
selected to make up the editing committee for the peace policy 
statement. 




REPORT ON YOUTH BY DANNY RUBIN J§P^ 

DANNY RUBIN made a proposal to set up ^ organizing 
committee which would have as its objective ^\l^l\f f ^ e n 
youth conference. This youth conference would oe held between 
the Christmas and New Years holiday and would set up a youth 
organisation. 

There was a considerable hassle over this proposal, 
but the National Executive Committee finally voted in f avoi 
of it, with the proviso that at the next meeting o,. the 
National Executive Committee there should be a discussion on 
what kind of youth organization is to be establisn^d. 

During the debate over this issue, GUS HALL said that 
there had been enough talk about establishing a youth 
organization, and that it is "time to get off the dime. 

REPORT OF THE SUBCOMMITTEE ON PERgQNNE L^jPjgjS^ 

MORRIS CHILDS reported for the subcommittee on personnel 
and cadre. CHILDS said that since the ^^^J^ 8 ^ 
control commission had hot been worked out, he propped that this 
matter be turned over to the Organization Bureau and the 
Secretariat and that the National Executive Committee decide 
thfduSefind composition of this proposed control commission 
at its next meeting. 

The proposal of CHILDS was accepted. 
INFORMATION ON ORGANIZATION MATTER AN& JSTRUCTjlES* 

GUS HALL announced that a document on organization 
matters and structures is not ready as yet. It will be put 
Tnto shape and will be distributed to all districts. He asked 
that the districts accept the document as containing the 
thoughts of the Secretariat and determine if they can apply it . 
It may not fit all situations. If the districts have f***™* 
concerning the proposals in this document, they can refer them 




to the next meeting of the National Executive Committee. 

REMARKS OF IRVIN G POTASH ON THE HENR Y. WINSTON CASS 

IRVING POTASH announced that the case of HENRY 
WINSTON is before the Board of Pardons. Letters are being 
sent to President EISENHOWER requesting executive clemency 
or a medical parole for WINSTON. POTASH urged that this 
letter-writing campaign be stepped up, 

REPORT BY B ETTY GANNETT ON THE MC CARRAN ACT APPEAL 

BETTY GANNETT made a brief report on the Mc Carran 
Act appeal. She said that many organisations s such as the 
National Lawyers Guild and the American Civil Liberties Union, 
and some liberals have prepared amicus curiae briefs for the 
Supreme Court hearing on the Mc Carran Act. While things are 
in motion, there is more to be done. 

The report of GANNETT was accepted by the National 
Executive Committee » 

This meeting of the National Executive Committee 
concluded at this point. It was agreed, however, that on 
Tuesday morning, 8/9/60, there would be a meeting for about 
one hour to listen to information reports on the pease movements 
throughout the country. It was felt that the report of ARNOLD 
JOHNSON on the peace movement, delivered at this National 
Executive Committee meeting, had been too limited and confined 
to activities for peace in New York and the Eastern seaboard. 
The meeting of 8/9/60 is not being considered a part of the 
National Executive Committee meeting. 

EXECUTIVE SESSION OF THE NATIONAL E XECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

During the break fpr lunch on 8/8/60, the National 
Executive Committee met in executive session with only members 
of the National Executive Committee present* 




GUS HALL produced a five-page mimeographed article 
by WILLIAM Z. FOSTER entitled "The Fight against Revisionism 
Is Hot Over." HALL said that the article raises some serious 
questions. He proposed that the National Executive Committee 
reject a proposal by FOSTER that the article be published. 

BSW DAVIS said that he has some ideas which are in 
agreement with those of FOSTER, but he also agrees with GUS HALL. 
All present voted to reject the article. POTASH and WINTER said 
that the writing of articles of this fcype by FOSTER cannot go 
on. HALL said that he did not favor an all-out discussion of 
this problem at this time. He said that if MORRIS CHIIiDS 
gives FOSTER information concerning the current international 
situation, it might influence FOSTER. 

CHILDS requested that someone accompany him on the 
visit to FOSTER. No one wanted to visit FOSTER and possibly 
become involved in a fight with him. All present said, let 
CHILDS go alone. 

A motion was made and passed that CHILDS should visit 
FOSTER and brief him on the current ideological dispute between 
the CP of the Soviet Union and the CP of China and the results 
of the discussion on this issue at this meeting of the National 
Executive Committee. 

Arrangements were made for FOSTER'S chauffeur to take 
CHILDS to FOSTER'S residence in Crompond, New York, on Tuesday 
morning, 8/9/60.

It is to be noted that the major portion of this 
statement is confined to the National Executive Committee 
discussion on point one on the agenda— the CHILDS report. 
The remaining points on the agenda as discusse d by the National 
Executive Committee and reported by I I will be set out 

by separate communication. 

8/10/60 

An enlarged meeting of the National Executive 
Committee, CP, USA, was held in New York City on 8/6-7-8/60. 

Apparently it had been called for the previous 
weekend as the change caused considerable confusion, late 
arrivals, and in some cases nonarrival. For example when 
the meeting commenced it was found (ANTHONY) KRCHMAREK was 
absent and a telephone call to Cleveland ascertained he was 
still there and unaware that the meeting was in session. 
He arrived later in the day. 

It is unknown what considerations governed the 
invitation of certain non-NEC members to attend and excluded 
others. For example, JESUS COLON who works in the same 
building and was there was not invited, or other NC members 
living in New York, as (SIMON) GERS0N, (MIRIAM) FRIEDLANDER, 
(MICHAEL) CRENOVICH, (JAMES) T0RMEY, and from outside New York 
such people as (SAM) ICUSHNER, FLO HALL and others.

Throughout the first day there was confusion over why 
BART was absent and where he might be- 4s far as HALL or 
anyone knew BART had left Chicago on Wednesday, 8/3/60. When 
he arrived at the meeting on 6/7/60 all he could say was he 
"couldn't make it." His whereabouts between 8/3/60 and 8/7/60 
was not cleared up but obviously it had nothing to do with 
official matters or any "mission." 

HALL pre-empted the chairmanship for the first session. 
He advised ail present not to use names during the discussion 
and said that certain talks they had in the NEC at the May 
meeting became known to the FBI. 

In opening the meeting he proposed the following 
agenda for the ensuing 3 days: 
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1. A report and discussion on "certain international 
matters," by MORRIS CHILDS, who had recently seen ELIZABETH 
FLYNN and who would convey some material and propositions 
from FLYNN. 

2. A report and discussion on CP policy in the 
election situation, and a review of the two conventions of 
the political parties, to be introduced by BEN DAVIS, now 
functioning as the "national legislative secretary" of the 
Party, and to be supplemented by a report from CLARENCE 
HATHAWAY* 

3. A report on the present situation in the "peace 
movement" by ARNOLD JOHNSON. 

4. A report on the present status of the "youth 
movement" by DANNY (RUBIN) • 

5. A report on our tasks in connection with the 
McCarran Act, in face of an expected decision relating to the 
Party . 

6. A brief report by POTASH on the status of HENRY 
WINSTON and tasks therein. 

7. To consider the report of a subcommittee which 
had been dealing with measures designed to "streamline the 
Party" and to "get us off the dime" where most of the efforts 
of the membership is given over to "servicing a large, 
unproductive and unweildly apparatus" as HALL explained. 

8. To discuss the need of establishing some type 
of body having the functions of the old Cadre and Review 
Commission and to start taking up a lot of "serious personnel 
questions" as well as to handle the mounting load of 
disciplinary and appeal cases. 

HALL thereupon, after the agenda was agreed, proposed 
the selection of four special subcommittees. These groups 
would meet during the evenings and early morning and "finalize" 
a number of questions on the subjects they were concerned with. 

The suggested subcommittees: 
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1. On electoral policy, and for preparation of a 
declaration of CP policy on these matters — DAVIS . 

2. On the peace movement — by JOHNSON. 

3. On the youth movement. 

4. On personnel and cadre questions. 

In introducing the first subject, HALL stated that 
while FLYNN was in Bucharest attending the Congress of the 
Roumanian Party that she "gathered certain material and 
impressions" which she conveyed back to the Party; that this 
material was so profoundly important that the entire first 
day of the NEC session should be given to it. He said that 
MORRIS CHILDS would present the matters "from ELIZABETH," and 
that the basic questions to be dealt with emanated from an 86 
page "article" sponsored by the CP USSR and now circulating to 
all CP f s everywhere. That the questions involved were of such 
a nature that CP, USA, would be called upon to take a position 
and express its attitude; and that as far as he, HALL, is 
concerned, he unreservedly, fully and unequivocally agrees 
with the propositions in the "article." 

It soon became evident that the ELIZABETH part of 
the proposition was but a gimmick to obscure the fact that 
what the meeting was dealing with was a long communication 
circulated by the CP USSR to all Communist Parties, in which 
the long and smouldering divisions between it and the CP of 
China wex^e now in the open; and that the CP USSR was openly 
soliciting and enlisting the support of all other Parties in 
its "ideological" quarrel with the CP of China. 

In actuality what CHILDS was to report upon was the 
results of a meeting of all Communist Parties which was held 
in Bucharest and attended by KHRUSHCHEV, a meeting at which 
the Sino-Russian quarrel broke wide open; and the movement now 
by CP USSR to mobilize all other Parties against the Chinese 
on the basis of an "ideological struggle." 

It was also obvious that CHILDS had been at this 
Conference and had brought the material back, for in the course 
of his three hour "message from ELIZABETH" he made sufficient 
references, quotations and statements in the "I" category to 
place him at the affair and involved in returning the material 
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and arguments to the US for official consideration by the CP, 
USA. 

In a short while everyone present was under no. illusion 
that what the meeting was dealing with was a factual person-on- 
the-spot report of the struggles behind-scene at the Bucharest 
meeting; and that the "letter from ELIZABETH" was in reality a 
carefully prepared and very extensive indictment by the CP USSR 
against the CP of China, and an open solicitation and mobiliza- 
tion of ail other Parties against the Chinese. 

HALL had indicated that "a lot of the matters at issue 
are in an T article* issued by the CP USSR, but we can expect 
the article will never be published" as an admonition to those 
assembled to listen carefully and take their own notes. 

The "message from ELIZABETH" took CHILDS three hours 
to deliver, and at the end he said there were as much more if 
time permitted. 

The following description of the contents of the CHILDS 
report is but thumb-nail and topic-titles and is not a presenta- 
tion and review of the entire subject, which would take considera- 
ble more time and reference to materials which are presently 
unavailable. » 

CHILDS commenced in stating that CP, USA, at its 17th 
Convention and in the main report of GUS HALL to the Convention 
has taken a stand on a large number of questions, a stand which 
CP, USA, considers correct as it relates to its own national 
problems and position in its own nation 0 

He recalled several of these subjects as being our 
Marxist estimate of imperialism in the present epoch of society; 
our new concept that wars are not inevitable as developed by the 
20th Congress of the CP USSR; that there has risen new and 
powerful impediments to the desires of imperialist nations and 
forces; of a new understanding on our part of the "united front" 
and the contradictions among our enemies and how we may use 
these contradictions; that our party policy and estimate was 
and still is considered correct and in keeping with world 
developments. 

However, that a number of these propositions, agreed 
to by the world Marxist movement, is now under criticism, of 
attack and rejection. 
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That for some time there have been signs of disagree- 
ments on a number of basic Marxist concepts, but that now these 
disagreements have become divisions? the divisions between 
Marxists a^e now a fact and must be openly spoken about* 

The divisions have basically appeared from the CP 
China — and challenge the correctness of almost the total body 
of nev; conceptions decided upon by the 20th CP USSR and since 
adopted by all other CP r s. 

The differences and divisions are not small matters 
but large in scope and profundity, for they are problems 
affecting deep principle, of hitherto unchallenged Marxist 
theoretical concepts — and, to complicate matters, relate to 
differences of States vs and vis-a-vis states* 

What are the character to these differences which now 
emerge in the open: 

1. Differences over what is the correct Marxist 
appraisal and characterization of imperialism; 

2. On questions relating to the inevitability or non- 
inevitability of war; whether peace is attainable under 
imperialism or a snare for the masses. 

3. On questions relating to the peaceful coexistence 
between socialist and imperialist nations; on whether disarmament 
is possible or deludes the masses into passivity; 

4. They refer differences over the forms to be 
resorted to in the transition from capitalism to socialism, 
and forms between socialism and complete Communist society* 

5. They refer to the attitudes and conduct of the CP 
China and its various representatives toward, and within, the 
numerous democratic and anti-fascist international organizations. 

6. They concern the departure of the CP China from 
adherence to the 1957 Manifesto signed by all CP's, the with- 
drawal of the CP China signature from the famous 12-Party 
Declaration of 1957; and its signature "with reservations" to 
the Bucharest Manifesto just recently. 

7. Finally they relate to great problems involved in 
keeping unity in the socialist camp and international Communist 
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movement, whilst resolutely striving to resolve the differences 
which now emerge, and how to work diligently to preserve this 
unity and now allow imperialism to weaken, divide and destroy 
the movement. 

CHILDS then stated that the main content of the 
differences of the CP China could be found in Numbers 15 and 17 
of the "Peking Review" and particularly the famous article 
sponsored by the CP China on "The 90th Anniversary of Lenin's 
Birth"j in a large number of editorials and articles appearing 
in the CP China daily newspaper. ■ 



CHILDS stated that the Chinese differences are not 
merely of an intellectual kind but are accompanied with aggressive 
and what KHRUSHCHEV at Bucharest named as "deceitful" methods 
inside a number of international organizations. 

8. In the Executive Committee of the International 
Peace Committee the Chinese are characterized as being so 
aggressive and obstreperous that the work of the Council is 
stymied and such prominent fellow travelers as Prof. BERNAL 
are threatening to resign. 

In June 1960 Chinese representatives in the World 
Federation of Trade Unions created an inner crisis, by presenting 
a whole series of counter proposals to those offered by the 
delegation of the CP USSR. 

By this act the Chinese contested and scoffed at the 
"leading role" and "main force" status of the Russians and 
refused to follow Russian lead. Within the WFTU the Chinese 
representatives went so far as to convene caucuses and extra- 
curricular meetings of "non-party delegations" where they 
aggressively presented their contrary views against those of 
the Russians on issues of peace, war, coexistence and others. 
In several of these sessions Russians and Poles attended and 
defended the Russian line. 

On a number of issues affecting the Peace movement the 
Chinese openly differ with the Russians. Recently in a speech 
LIN N1N GI on behalf of the Presidium of the CP China openly 
declared dissatisfaction and differences on the Communists 
approach to peace and disarmament. For example LIN bluntly 
declared "Peace is not possible anywhere as long there is a 
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single capitalist and imperialist nation," and denounced efforts 
to attain peace and relax tensions as illusory and said "for 
Communists to sit at the same table with imperialists only 
deceives and misleads the masses." 

CHILDS stated that the Chinese, so bellicose against 
the leaders of WFTU (who uphold the Soviet concept) threatened 
several times to expel the WFTU set-up from China. 

Another example CHILDS cited was that on June 6th 
LI CHI called a meeting in Peking and openly announced the 
Chinese differences on many of the aforementioned basic 
differences. At this meeting LI is quoted as saying "The 
Moscow (12-Party) Declaration is thrown overboard." 

CHILDS stated that in effect the total line of the 20th 
Congress (CP USSR) has been junked by the CP China and thus 
creates a regrettable and serious split in the world socialist 
and Marxist camp. 

At the Bucharest Conference CHILDS quoted KHRUSHCHEV 
as attacking the Chinese methods of debate and activities as 
"improper and deceitful." 

CHILDS spoke at length on Chinese disruption in the 
WFTU; that they used the WFTU as a forum to attack the CP USSR 
before "non-party delegates"; stated the Chinese issued open 
oral and printed appeals to the people against the CP USSR; and 
meantime widely circulate a mass of anti-Russian literature in 
many countries. 

He said that the CP of England has taken a decision 
to not circulate any of the Chinese publications because they 
are openly divisive; and that at Bucharest, where there seems 
to have been a conference of international Communists who 
publish and run the parties printing industry, the Chinese 
tried to line up these literature managers but failed. 

What constitute the main difference? CHILDS selected 
three topics to discuss more at length, 1. What is our appraisal 
of imperialism and its system at this juncture in history, 
2. What are the policy and tactical questions on issues of war 
and peace in this era where there exists a pre-eminent socialist 
bloc, a disintegrating and dying imperialist system, and the 
rise side-by-side of new, neutral and uncommitted nations which 
veer leftward and toward socialism? 
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Our Marxist estimate of the present epoch is that 
its main content is that of the transformation from Socialism 
to Communism. Such is the main feature of the present period 
of history. 

The character of this epoch is determined by the 
competition of two diametrically opposite social and political 
systems. 

However — the Chinese comrades see but one aspect of 
the whole epoch. They assert the present is not what I said 
but is one of imperialist wars and peoples revolutions. Any 
other view, the Chinese claim, is a fundamental departure from 
Leninism and thus subject to attack and to correction. 

These erroneous Chinese views, said CBTLDS, see no 
major changes talcing place in the international arena, and they 
distort LENIN'S theses of long ago, and therefore gives a wrong 
and dangerous view of society. 

The Chinese do not see that the present period is 
characterized not only by wars and revolutions but even more 
profound aspects such as the disintegration of imperialism, 
the transformation to world socialism, and the consolidation 
of Socialism into a world system. 

In denying this, the Chinese deny the pre-eminent 
role in politics and on the world scene of the USSR, and deny 
the part exercised by Russia on the world scene. He quoted 
LENIN (Russian Edition Collected Works Vol. 31, Page 136) to 
prove that the Chinese were departing from and now antagonistic 
to basic teachings of LENIN — while claiming to be better 
Leninists than the Russians. 

We believe that imperialism has ceased to be the 
dominant force in the world today and that it is world socialism 
and the socialist nations which determine the entire course of 
world development. 

Imperialism grows weaker especially because of the 
revolutions in the colonies. Imperialism is deprived of its 
former role in world affairs and of doing as it pleased. 

If this were not so we would not be seeing such a rapid 
disintegration of the colonial system. 
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This colonial revolution and arising of many new 
nations and the consequent weakening of imperialism was due 
totally to the growing strength of world socialist system. 

Our estimate of the present epoch is basic to peace, 

war, etc. 

The Chinese comrades say the USSR errs in defining 
the character of imperialism by glossing over the aggressive 
and predatory role of imperialism. But there exist no documents 
to prove this assertion. On the contrary all documents show 
the exact reverse. 

The USSR (CHILDS reading from the "article") always 
taught that as long as the economic basis of capitalism lasts 
that imperialist governments will be driven into the gamble of 
aggressions and try to unleash new wars, as said by the 20th 
Congress . 

Even the recent 21st Congress called for great 
vigilance against imperialist war and especially against American 
imperialism as the main source of the war danger. 

That in its practical foreign policy and practical work 
the USSR always warned of aggression and danger of war and cannot 
be accused of lulling the masses into a deceptive false security 
as the Chinese say. 

(Throughout this part of the CHILDS report the line 
and tone was USSR plaintive, defensive "taint so" type of 
argument.) 

To show again that the USSR always held high attention 
to the war danger and cannot be charged with obscuring the role 
and predatory nature of imperialists, it is recalled that 
KHRUSHCHEV on return from his USA trip said "it remains to be 
seen who will win the upper hand in American politics," i.e., 
warmonger or peace advocates, and therefore cannot be accused 
of misleading people into a belief that EISENHOWER sincerely 
wanted peace. 

Again, that in his message to the Congress of the 
Italian CP, KHRUSHCHEV was quoted as warning "pre-war forces 
still play a major role in shaping policies which could 
generate war." 
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Similarly, on his return home from Prance KHRUSHCHEV 
warned of the prowar tendencies and showed there is no variance 
on evaluating the aggressive role of imperialism and consequently 
of lulling the mass movement into a narcosis of inaction and 
unalertness. 

But the Chinese view is totally wrong regarding their 
estimate of the capacities and strength of imperialism. Can 
imperialism today carry out any agreed plan in the same manner 
it could have done, say 25 years ago. Has the world situation 
not changed tremendously in this respect? Yet the Chinese seem 
to have the same evaluation which was proper long ago but out of 
date now. That is why the 20th Congress and our appraisal is 
correct and invulnerable when we say the total world balance 
of forces have changed in favor of the forces standing for peace, 
and conversely imperialism is weakening and disintegrating. 
Any other conception is totally dogmatic and unrealistic, which 
is that of the Chinese. 

So much briefly on the matter of how to evaluate the 
character of the present epoch and estimation of the opposing 
camps on the world scene. 

On the questions of war and peace. As we know the 
20th Congress established the need of preventing war in the 
present epoch and analyzed the strengths of the peace camp 
which could and would prevent war. These thoughts were embodied 
in the KHRUSHCHEV report to the 20th Congress and also into the 
famous Declaration of the 12 Parties to effect that there now 
existed a "real possibility for averting war." 

At that time the CP China agreed to these premises 
and signed the Declaration. About the same time LI SHIU reported 
to the 8th Congress of the CP China which also agreed. The 
stand of the Chinese 8th Congress was in this respect a real 
contribution to understanding this question and of helping to 
ease international tensions. 

But now the CPC has almost completely departed from 
this stand. The article on the anniversary of LENIN became a 
programmatic document of opposition to this former position. 
We have spoken of the disruptive and deceitful activities in 
the World Federation of Trade Unions, as well as similar 
incursions into the bodies of the Peace Council, womens, youth 
and other international bodies. 
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How today the Chinese attack the CP USSR for "spreading 
illusions on the prevention of war" and in a public document has 
said "Imperialism can decide if there shall be local or general 
war, whether there shall lie war or peace." 

For example , in the article "Long Live Leninism" 
which appeared in the Peking Review they said "in the final 
analysis the issue of war or peace will be determined by the 
imperialists and their general staffs." 

The Chinese comrades totally overestimate the role of 
imperialism, terribly underestimate the role and strength of 
the socialist forces, and thereby make not an objective analysis, 
but fall into the pit of dogmatism which can lead to international 
dangers affecting millions of people. 

At this point the "message" went into great detail 
rehashing and repeating the analysis of the 20th Congress and 
"affirming its correctness." 

It argued that the main deterrent to war is the mighty 
world socialist camp together with the peaceful and uncommitted 
nations of Asia and Africa, and the working class "liberation 
movements" everywhere, and argue that world events have confirmed 
the 20tb Congress, and have. exposed the falsity of the CPC 
reasoning on the issue of war and peace. 

The article severely criticized MO TSS TUNG and 
recalled that in his speech in Moscow in 1957 MO had said if 
China could only have 15 years of peace its security and victory 
would be forever assured. The article agreed that peace is 
essential and helpful to the existence and strengthening of 
socialism, and said now, however, MO has departed from this 
correct view. 

There are childish contradictions in the CPC theories. 
First they thumb their noses at US imperialism and call it a 
"paper tiger"; then they devise the foreraentioned theories that 
imperialism is all powerful and uncontrollable in its capacities 
for evil. However the real Marxists say we must not either 
overrate or underrate but approach a realistic estimate. 

Another fanciful argument the Chinese come up with in 
their argument on the war question is that to oppose war we are 
placed in the position of opposing wars of liberation and those 
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waged by colonial countries . This is not so and is ridiculous, 
as USSR policies in Iraq, Suez, Cuba and now the Congo show* 

Coexistence does not, as the Chinese say, doom people 
to "everlasting slavery." Communists have always supported Just 
wars. The policy on, war arrived at by the 20th Congress-- 
synthesized in the battle for peace, for disarmament, for 
peaceful coexistence we affirm as necessary for the salvation 
of humanity; prevention of holocaust} and essential for 
development of socialism. Any other policy is sheer adventurism 
and could become destructive of all humanity. 

That is why we insist that peace and coexistence is 
not only a tactical policy but a profound basic line. 

The CPC says "peace is partially possible but wars 
will last as long as imperialism lasts— that disarmament and 
agreement on nuclear bombs is partially possible but will not 
eradicate the perpetual threat of war." 

The CPC on this said elsewhere "until the complete 
abolition of imperialism and Capitalism, war will be a constant 
and permanent phenomena." 

At the WFTU their speeches said "the fight for 
disarmament creates illusions." 

The essence of the Chinese position isj peace is not 
possible} war is as certain as tomorrow's sun} disarmament and 
negotiations are illusory and tricks to lull and deceive the 
masses. Is this a reasonable position? Does it serve humanity 
and our socialist aims? Far from it. 

As EHSUSRCKSV has many times said the only alternative 
to peaceful coexistence is the most destructive war in history 
and one which might doom the whole human race. There is no 
third way as the Chinese comrades are adventurously seeking. 

The needs of mankind dictate the need of peace, and 
peace will accelerate the building of Communism. 

At this point the "message" went into an extensive 
defense of the policy of coexistence and the need of fighting 
for peace and portrayed what the consequences of an atomic v/ar 
will mean, and attacked violently asserted statements of the 
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Chinese that "we should not be afraid of their atom bombs" and 
that while they recognize war. will create terrible consequences 
they say "the many sacrifices will be redeemed in the form of a 
lasting and permanent peace by the destruction of the forces 
which create wars." 

The "message" fell back on LENIN and called attention to 
LENIN* s answer to the above attitude, and as to why Communists 
are for peace and not war (Vol* 47, Page 343, Collected Works, 
Russian edition). 

Coexistence will accentuate contradictions within the 
capitalist states. It will give a period of needed peace to the 
socialist countries to consolidate and strengthen. Coexistence 
does not mean "flirting with the capitalist class" and "drifting 
away from the class struggle" as the Chinese comrades claim. 

Under coexistence there will remain classes and the 
class struggle, such as we have seen in Korea and Japan. 
Coexistence with neutral nations is not "chumming around with 
native exploiters" as the Chinese say, but is the creating of 
an alliance with the national bourgeoisie against the imperialists. 
The Chinese methods will throw these national groups (NEHRU, 
SUKARNO, etc.) into the imperialist camp* 

The fact that 27 countries have been freed of the 
imperialist yoke since 1946 confirm that the conditions of 
peace, coexistence confirms victory for the socialist camp. 

The next section of the "message" was a long and 
defensively sounding section, picturing how great the help to 
new nations, and how the USSR has helped weaken imperialism. 

It asserted that up to 1960 (apparently from the 
beginning M the *50's) the USSR has given as military and 
economic aid to India, Ceylon, Indonesia, Iraq "and others" 
the amount of 10,200 million roubles. It pointed out that 
this aid helped to create the "zone of peace" based on neutral 
nations and removed them from the imperialist line-up. It 
pointed out that there were no US bases on these mentioned 
countries which objectively strengthened the peace forces and 
helped to weaken and disintegrate imperialism. 

A considerable section of the "message" discussed 
the role of the neutral leaders; how imperialists tried to link 
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them up in military blocs but that the financial aid and 
political policy of the USSR has considerably prevented this; 
and sharply attacked the Chinese position which tends to drive 
some of these neutrals into the imperialist camp. 

CH1LDS interjected to say that KHRUSHCHEV at the 
Bucharest meeting openly condemned the CPC for its attack on 
the Indian frontiers and related how closely India came to 
falling or being pushed into the hands of the US. He assertedly 
told the Indian Communists "You do not have to defend or support 
the position of the CPC because it is a wrong and dangerous 
position." Similarly KHRUSHCHEV directly addressed the Indonesian 
delegate to Bucharest and stated that in the eyes of the CP USSR 
the CPC policy of interfering in Indonesia on behalf of Indonesian 
traders of Chinese descent was interfering in the affairs of 
another friendly nation, and aggravating Indonesia and SUKARNO 
to move away from the neutral camp and "toward the West." 

This line of CPC violated every tenet of Leninism 
which had as a paramount tactic that of making alliances with 
other classes against imperialism. 

It violated the teaching of LENIN (Vol. 21, pp 21, 
Collected Works, Russian Edition - also in English Edition) that 
Marxism-Leninism seeks out and utilizes the contradictions and 
divisions in the imperialist camp; utilizes one segment against 
the otherj is inflexible on tactics with them, makes all kinds 
of partial agreements and compromises for the sake of the 
ultimate goal. 

The regrettable conflict with India, Nepal and Indonesia 
by the CPC has, according to KHRUSHCHEV *s statement to the closed 
Bucharest meeting, tended to arouse uneasiness among many neutral 
nations and leaders and has the effect of propelling them away 
from the Socialist camp. This is "Trotskyism" according to 
KHRUSHCHEV. 

And this absolutely crazy line is now pursued by a 
Party who until very recently adhered to a policy "of alliance 
with struggle" and of "a broad united front against imperialism." 

KHRUSHCHEV at Bucharest gave a long recital of the 
success of the USSR in forging alliances with other classes 
and use of parts of the imperialist camp against others (of 
CHURCHILL-ROOSEVELT against HITLER) and declared if the Chinese 
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policy were to be substituted it would have resulted in ROOSEVELT 
and CHURCHILL joining HITLER and Japanese imperialism to destroy 
the USSR. 

Therefore, KHRUSHCHEV argued, coexistence, a policy . 
for peace, a struggle for disarmament and ban of nuclear warfare; 
and the policy of the united front and alliances do not weaken 
the socialist side or surrender the masses to imperialism. 
Rather this "Marxist-Leninist line" unfolds to strengthen the 
socialist camp and guarantee its security and success. 

The "message" then repeated at great length a vista of 
the results of a possible war. There would be no victors- 
including socialist. The USSR is convinced that if the imperialist? 
start a war it will mean the end of their system, but at a cost to 
humanity which is incalcuable; and that the CP USSR and "socialist 
camp" do not want this, especially when socialism can inevitably 
emerge victorious by peace and coexistence and competition of the 
two systems. 

Then the "message" went into disarmament and answered 
the CPC charge it was "illusory" and a "snare." It was recalled 
that as early as 1922 LENIN sponsored this matter and consistently 
thru the reigns of CHICHERXN, LITVINOFF and down to KHRUSHCHEV 1 s 
recent speech and program to the UN, that Soviet foreign policy 
and world Communist policy made this a central question. 

We realize that prior to World War 2 the objective was 
not realizable and was largely propagandist ic, but after WW 2 
it became very realistic, attainable and urgent. 

This was due to the world balance of forces changing, 
and the creation of that world state of affairs which the Chinese 
refuse to now recognize as reality. 

The issue today is more practicable and realizable 
because on the world scene the USSR and its allies "have the 
edge" and imperialists must listen. Moreover, the masses will 
listen to the need of destroying stockpiles and stopping tests 
and these masses move into motion against their own governments. 

Consequently, the issue of disarmament far from 
demobilizing the masses and spreading illusions, serves as a 
mobilizing and rallying issue against imperialism. 
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Disarmament is further attainable because many US 
leaders fully realize the USA would be a direct theatre of war 
if war comes. This makes them pause, and if the masses can be 
rallied sufficiently against their governments policy, such a 
policy can be overthrown. 

Actually, broad popular movements can be formed to 
achieve this goal due' to the growing knowledge that a war would 
wipe out most of the world. 

In any case, even if such efforts fail and imperialists 
do start a war, large sections of people will have been organized, 
they will realize who is guilty, and will serve to help overthrow 
such warmongers. 

Additionally, disarmament will help lower government 
expenses; elevate material standards; lessen taxes and prove to 
be helpful to people. 

Intertwined with disarmament is that of US military 
bases in some 50 countries. Will abolition of these bases lessen 
the danger of war, give greater security to the socialist world? 
That is why the USSR "aims to achieve" an abolition of all US 
bases on foreign territory — disarmament helps to attain this. 
Also, disarmament constitutes the main demand of popular masses 
whose pro-peace efforts will help abolish these foreign military 
bases. 

How then can the CPC allege that the struggle for 
disarmament is a narcotic for the masses. 

Disarmament demands strike a real blow at the imperialist 
diplomatic blocs and pacts as well. 

We must understand that- today the issue of disarmament 
is not with us a diplomatic trick but something based on the 
interests of the people of the world — and whom we are helping 
to arouse against imperialism. 

We know disarmament won*t happen overnight. We must 
steadily fight for it. 

It is either coexistence, peaceful competition and 
disarmament— or world war and destruction. 
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There is no "Third Way" as enunciated by the Chinese 
comrades in their document to the World Federation of Trade 
Unions, 

They say the "Third Way" means the two opposing 
systems will live together in a condition of permanent hostility 
and struggle against each other; where local and small wars 
would occur but both sides would avoid a general war. 

This Chinese "Third Way" is the best guarantee that 
there would.be a general war. Any "local war" today is a sure 
path to a general war. Wars today cannot be localized. Any 
armed conflict between imperialist and revolutionary forces 
anywhere would slide into the abyss of general war everywhere. 

Have we forgotten the simple fact that for years we 
taught "peace is indivisible"? 

The "Third Way" would create 

1) Permanent cold war 

2) A vast arms race 

3) Local wars stretching into a world war and 
destruction of humanity. 

This "Third Way" espoused by CPC smells of a revival 
of the long discredited theory of Trotsky of "neither peace nor 
war" which he advocated at the time of the Brest-Litovsk 
conference with the Germans in 1918 and until overruled 
threatened the very life of the young Soviet Republic. 

There is a Trotskyist aura to. this CPC brainstorm 
which is set up to oppose true Marxist-Leninist policy. 

The "message" then discussed in great detail the USSR- 
Chinese differences on the forms of government and policies to 
be followed "in the transition from Socialism to Communism." 

The CPC now openly disagrees with the CP USSR on the 
issue of the peaceful vs revolutionary means to overthrow 
capitalism. 
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The Chinese charge that the USSR line of "only peaceful 
methods" and the total theory and strategy on this subject as 
adopted by the 20th Congress is incorrect and in violation of 
the teachings of jMMtX, ENGELS and LENIN. 

These charges the "message" denies. It heatedly denied 
the CP USSR favored an "only peaceful" method. It said the 20th 
Congress policy on this was based on sound Marscist-Leninist theory. 

(The answer to the Chinese charge sounded to this 
reporter as very defensive, apologetic in some places, and 
seemingly an attempt to mollify the Chinese on the issue. It 
also sounded as if the Russian answer had departed from the 
clear stand of the 20th Congress and a return to the policy of 
"peaceful where possible" "revolutionary where necessary" of the 
past . ) 

CP USSR quoted the 20th Congress as deciding "It is 
perfectly, understandable that forms of transition will be more 
varied or that there need he civil war in all circumstances." 

It cited a passage saying "the degree of resistance 
offered, or if the capitalists resort to violence" will determine 
the method to be employed in the attempt to seize power." It 
also cited "that bitter class struggle is inevitable in certain 
countries . " 

It cited quotations to prove CP USSR had said the 
parliamentary way is not the only way; that we always must prepare 
the masses for "all ways." It cited also that "LENIN taught 
the working class to master all forms of class struggle—peaceful 
and non-peaceful; parliamentary and non-parliamentary." 

It cited the 12-Party Declaration as favoring peaceful 
and non-peaceful; and argued that the stx-uggle against Revisionism 
these past four years was precisely in favor of revolutionary 
methods which were opposed by Revisionists. 

Throughout the message emphasized it cannot be properly 
accused of favoring only a peaceful road to Socialism. It 
argued it favors peaceful and non-peaceful and that all forms 
are proper. 

The "message" said the CPC should openly declare it 
has changed its mind about the 12-Party Statement (1957) . 
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The "message" then discussed in detail the obstreperous 
conduct of CPC in various international organizations. Some of 
them are in crisis due to the obstructionist CPC conduct. There 
is no common "line" for Communists in these organizations. The 
CPC has a line all its own. 

The division in the V/orld Federation of Trade Unions 
is now especially serious. In the International Peace Committee 
the Chinese caused a tremendous row over policies suggested to 
make contact and try to work with international pacifist groups. 
They also objected to signing a call by this peace committee 
on the breakup of the Summit Conference. They also refused to 
vote for a Peace Conference Statement on the U-2 incident. 
The document charged them also with pursuing a most divisive 
and factional attack, against the USSR in the Stockholm Peace 
Committee, in May, I960. At a Youth Conference in Tunis in 
February, 1960, the CPC people denounced a proposal for making 
broader contacts and bellicosely said they would not "sit at 
the same table" with such liberals, pacifists and others. 

In March, I960, at a World Federation of Trade Unions 
and Asian African Conference in Conakry, Guinea, the Chinese 
also opposed and refused to lend their name to a proposed call 
for peace and they denounced it as demobilizing the masses and 
would dull their vigilance. 

The Russian document accused the CPC of being most 
inconsistent in the Trade Union Movement. It recalled that 
at an Asian Trade Union Conference in 1949 the CPC called for 
armed struggle by the workers everywhere. This was never 
agreed to by the other Communists but they had to bear the 
brunt of this stupid mistake by the Chinese. The imperialists 
used this instance very much against the WFTU everywhere. 
Then in 1954 the CPC reconsidered this action and in a written 
report to the Soviet Union on the Trade Union task, they came 
out for a policy of peace, democracy and a united front way of 
working. Now the Chinese accused the WFTU of "adopting too 
many all-inclusive tactical policies and programs which are 
inconsistent with the situation in China and thus makes all kind 
of difficulties for the CPC." This is also at variance with 
their 1960 line. The conduct of CPC within the WFTU threatens 
the unity of this organization on an international scale. The 
CPC conduct also embarrasses and confuses the international 
struggle against disarmament. 
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Other principal differences between the CP USSR and 
CPC are to be found in the peace field. The Chinese claim 
they adhere to the 1957 Manifesto of the twelve parties. It 
should be recalled this Manifesto said "The main content of 
the present epoch is that of the transformation from Socialism 
to Communism and that the world course of events and politics 
is determined by the competition of the tv/o competing systems." 
The CPC now says that the present epoch is characterized as 
being "the last stage of the development of Capitalism and one 
of wars and revolution." Other differences are that the CP 
USSR and others claim that the world peace forces have now a 
real possibility to prevent war and to attain disarmament. The 
Chinese say that peace is only possible when there will be a 
world without arms and this is only possible when Socialism is 
victorious throughout the world and not before. The Peace 
Manifesto establishes for all Communists the formal task of 
fighting for and attaining peace and coexistence of the Socialist 
and Capitalist nations. The Chinese denounce this as erroneous I 
and say there never can be peace with Capitalism anywhere or at 
any time. 

In the view of the CP USSR the form of transition 
to Communism and the attainment of Socialist power in other 
countries will vary and be in accordance with uneven levels of 
national development. The CPC answers this by stating that such 
an erroneous conception stems from a totally incorrect estimate 
of the character and role of world imperialists. The message 
then referred back to the discussions at the Twentieth Congress 
in regard to the cult of the individual and said that the 
abolition of this system from STALIN* s time aided in the rapid 
restoration of the role of the CP USSR and the strengthening 
of the USSR as a State in its relations with other nations and 
that it transformed the Soviet policy in foreign relations to 
where it stands today. The document strongly implied at this 
point that at the base of much of the Chinese problems at present 
is possibly the development there of a cult of the individual as 
was abolished in the Soviet Union. 

CP USSR says that the question of the role of STALIN 
was discussed in all Communist Parties and his role as that of 
fostering the cult of the individual was thoroughly understood, 
but now the CPC raises this question again and it becomes 
necessary to discuss it once more in the sense of reaffirming 
once again the correctness of eradicating this retrogressive 
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matter as far as STALIN was concerned, but also to discountenance 
its arising in another form in relation to the CP of China and 
some of its leaders. On this question of the cult o£ the 
individual the Chinese also blow hot and cold. 

At the Eighth Congress of the CPC the position of 
the Soviet Union on this question was at that time endorsed. 
PING, the Secretary of the CP China, said in 1956 that the 
question surrounding STALIN "revealed to us what grave conse- 
quences the deification of an individual can have." 

At another time MAO TSE TUNG said, "By criticizing 
the STALIN cult, we were relieved of a heavy lid which pressed 
upon us and made it hard for us to understand our problem. 
Who made this great contribution—Comrade KHRUSHCHEV, to whom 
we are very grateful." However, now the Chinese return to a 
position which has been discredited throughout the Communist 
movement. If we are to have Leninist norms of party life, 
where the CP Is connected with and in leadership of masses of 
people, where there is to be collective and democratic work, 
and where there is to be a correct relationship of Socialist 
state with each other, and COMMUNIST PARTY with each other, 
and if there is to be a cohesion and unity of the COMMUNIST 
PARTY, the cult of the individual has no place within it. 
The present CP line on this question thus hinders this develop- 
ment of fighting against and preventing a rising of a new cult 
of individuals. The CP China attacks the CP USSR for distorting 
Marxism-Leninism in a large number of questions and leads an 
attack against the contents of the Declaration of the twelve 
Communist Parties in 1957 and the Manifesto of the seventeen 
Communist Parties recently agreed to at a Conference in Italy. 
We have to affirm the contents of these declarations are correct 
and they are based on the development of good relations between 
Socialist states and parties and are thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of proletarian internationalism, and not as is implied 
in the Chinese attitude of an extreme Russian great Russian 
nationalist influence. The CPC has now disagreed publicly 
with the main decisions of the Rome meeting of the" seventeen 
Parties. The decisions of this conference the Chinese now take 
the role of judges, to individually assess whether they are 
correct or not, and come to the conclusion they are incorrect and 
not binding upon the Chinese. Comrade KHRUSHCHEV in Bucharest 
stated flatly that this was done "indirectly and behind our backs, 
referring to the conduct of the CPC toward the Rome meeting, 
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the WFTU, the peace movement and elsewhere. At the Rome meeting 
as well as at the Bucharest meeting the representatives of the 
CP China actually convened caucus meetings of representatives 
of other parties and badgered these representatives about the 
correctness of CPC*s views versus CP USSR's views. This can 
only be characterized as CPC now moving in an organizational 
direction to proselytize for its views. We must also note CPC 
is aggressively utilizing the facilities of other Communist 
Parties, the literature and publication fields, and various 
international mass organizations, to openly criticize the CP 
USSR, This shows a complete lack of respect and the Soviet 
Union must note with deep regret this unloyal, uncomradely line 
of conduct of the CPC toward the Soviet Union. 

The final section of this message then dealt with 
the possible consequences of division in the world Communist 
movement at this juncture and called for the greatest unifi- 
cation of the Socialist camp. In detail it discussed the 
correct policies of the Soviet Union which is blazing new trails 
and attaining new heights in the battle for Socialism. The 
influence of the USSR in the world scene is immeasurable. In 
face of this the CPC criticism and conduct can only cause great 
harm. Unless changed, it will divert us from our task and 
aggravate our problems. It will also aggravate the present 
delicate international situation and help to keep up and expand 
the present war hysteria and onslaught against the COMMUNIST 
PARTY in a number of countries. Never before have we experienced 
the need as now for unity, vigilance and cohesion. In the rela- 
tions of the CP USSR toward the CPC it tried at all times to act 
bilaterally to help CPC in every form possible, but in return 
for this CPC acts to attack the CP USSR, We had a number of 
thoughts and possible reservations on a. number of CPC policies 
which we did not, however, publicly attack. For example, we 
did not agree with, but did not attack the CPC, for its slogan 
"Let all flowers bloom." We considered this thesis un-Marxist 
and wrong. We did not agree, either, with the casting off by 
CPC of the Leninist line of material incentive to the people 
(This refers to the Chinese venture in Communes and abolition 
of cooperatives, etc.). We used tact and friendship to express 
our views to CPC and told them we thought they were wrong on 
these kinds of questions. We believed CPC wrong in its "great 
leap forward" program. Marxism-Leninism does not believe in 
great leaps; it believes in Socialist planning and does not 
believe historical stages can be skipped; and we believe CPC is 
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coming to realize this fact. If there is to be unity in the 
world Communist movement, it cannot be achieved by words alone, 
but by deeds. CP USSR believes its deeds show how it has worked 
for such unity. The tremendous aid given to China by the USSR, 
sometimes even to the detriment to our own economy, and sometimes 
when it actually deprived ourselves, so that CPC might be able 
to catch up, is a sign of our deeds. In the past ten years 
Soviet Union aid to China was "unprecedented in history" providing 
even hundreds of new and fully-equipped factories of all types 
and with fifty additional ones in readiness for transport. At 
the same time a vast quantity of technical and other aids. It 
has to foe openly said that our help to CPC in terms of the 
Chinese economy represents at least thirty-five to fifty per cent 
of the existing basic branches of the Chinese economy. 

Soviet aid to China has been more than fifteen thousand 
million rubles, and there have been additional credits of more 
than six thousand million rubles. This aid went to helping the 
CPC build a tremendous industry potential, accelerated scientific 
and technological development and other forms. It helped the 
Chinese to break the imperialist blockade which failed. It 
helped to put China on the road to becoming a great power. Thus 
it cannot be said and is slanderous if said that the CP USSR has 
not helped the CP of China. 

On June 17, according to the message, the delegation of 
the CP USSR, headed by KHRUSHCHEV, met with the delegation of 
the CP China during the Congress of the Rumanian Party in 
Bucharest, where a number of these conflicts were openly laid 
on the table and harshly argued out. At this meeting the 
Russians advised the Chinese of their complete views as have 
been stated throughout this present document. The CPC disagreed 
with the views put forward by the Russians and stated they 
continued to maintain their stand. 

PING CHENG, head of the CPC delegation, said, however, 
"The CPC delegation will consider your views and will also 
consider if the majority of other Communist Parties agree with 
you, and we may modify our views." The remainder of CHILDS* 
presentation of this letter then dealt with the necessity of 
the party* s discussing the issues involved and taking a stand 
upon them. He said it may be possible that within the framework 
of a friendly and comradely discussion for other parties to 
help bring some pressure upon CPC to change what is considered 
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incorrect political, diplomatic and military policies, which 
run counter to the interests of the Socialist camps throughout 
the world and establish the basis for adventuristic and negative 
developments everywhere. 

The CHILDS report caused something of a stir among 
the thirty people gathered at this NEC meeting. All present 
immediately saw the serious nature and possible great ramifica- 
tion of this international struggle with the Chinese. It seemed 
clearly understood by all present that the American Party like 
all others was being openly asked to take a stand on these 
questions against the Chinese. The specific position of the 
Chinese was not presented to the meeting outside of the 
aforementioned quotations in the CHILDS report which were, 
of course, all very damaging. It is understood the bulk of 
the Chinese position appears in articles contained in numbers 
fifteen and seventeen of Pekings Review and other materials are 
collected in a small booklet which is circulating throughout 
the various parties. This reporter has a copy of this booklet 
and v/ill pass it on a little later. 

Because it is unlikely the article or message which 
as said before runs to eighty-seven pages, will be published, 
it is considered a secret internal document; and although the 
questions involved will start to appear in various forms, it 
is hardly possible that the document itself will be available. 
As far as I know CHILDS has the only copy and the partial 
English translation. The foregoing report is very hurriedly 
written, is unedited, and is based solely upon hurried notes 
and a remembrance of the way CHILDS put the question. 

After discussion of a day and a half the NEC voted 
unanimously to endorse the general view and line of argumentation 
of the CP USSR document. Initially, there were some reservations 
expressed by DOROTHY HEALY, JIM ALLEN and CARL WINTER, who felt 
they could not vote for such approval without hearing more of 
the Chinese view. They also intimated it would be wrong and a 
reversal to previous errors for the CP, USA, to start voting for 
or against and particularly supporting everything the Soviet 
Union said. 

The substance of their remarks are contained in another 
memorandum, but at the end of the meeting the motion proposed at 
the very outset by GUS HALL was unanimously adopted. This motion 
unanimously places CP, USA, leadership on the side of the CP 
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USSR against the CP of China and conforms with the request 
contained in the document sent by the CP USSR. 

The leadership of the CP, USA, will now develop the 
form to initiate a so-called discussion in the CP, USA, to be 
known as an ideological campaign designed to clarify the CP 
membership and win their support for this decision. We may 
expect the appearance of a number of articles which upon 
reading will be found to poleraicize against the position of 
the Chinese but the letter read to the NEC and discussed as 
reported herein will not be made public. 

SPEAKERS' COMMENTS ON THE CHILDS REPORT 

GUS HALL 

HALL said this article is a very sharp attack on 
dogmatism and evolves from dogmatic approach taken by the CP 
of China, Dogmatism, as we understand it, has as its inevitable 
end sectarianism and adventurism and this is implicit in the 
present status of the CP China. He was concerned with how to 
properly introduce the contents of this question into the affairs 
of CP, USA. He said we cannot approach our stand on this question 
as being judges as to whether the Chinese are right or the 
Russians are right and leave it at that. We have to take our 
stand on the basis of how do these matters affect and influence 
our situation in the United States and to what extent do they 
affect the decisions our own party has made on these subjects 
hitherto, thus to approach it from an American viewpoint and 
escape the usual charge of being a Russian or foreign agent 
interested only in foreign questions. He said he fully, without 
reservation or equivocation, endorses the main line of the CP 
USSR communication. The content of it is unassailably correct 
and largely corresponds in its viewpoint with the viewpoint 
hitherto adopted on these questions by our own party. He then 
moved a motion to the effect that the NEC expresses agreement 
with the main line of this communication and registers our 
agreement with the content of this article with respect to a 
number of questions at issue, such as the character of imperialism, 
on war, on peace, on disarmament, on coexistence and on the 
peaceful road to Socialism; that we state that we believe the 
line of this article further verifies as correct the basic 
conclusions and decisions taken by our own Seventeenth National 
Convention. 
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DOROTHY HEALY said she sees no reason at all for 
us to vote for the motion made toy HALL or any reason for us 
to make any judgment on the issues whatsoever. Her remarks 
were very strongly defensive of the Chinese as having a right 
to raise basic questions without running the risk of a world- 
wide attack against them by other Communist Parties. Her 
remarks were reacted to by the meeting in a humorous way 
because HEALY is known as a former strong rightist and now 
takes the position strongly in defense of a crowd outstandingly 
known as leftist. However, when the motion v/as voted she voted 
affirmatively for the motion, 

POTASH said that he sees no room in the Marxist 
movement for such views as held by the Chinese to exist. He 
quarreled with some remarks of CARL WINTER who implied it was 
permissible for the Chinese to have such views and advance 
them. POTASH argued such views have no place whatsoever in 
the Communist movement and no liberalism should be accorded them t 

BETTY GANNETT . She was for the motion and made a 
long, complicated and typical, confused speech placing her on 
the side of HALL'S motion. 

JIM ALLEN said he can't endorse the totality of the 
motion. He has to first see how taking such a stand affects 
us in this country. Agreed in substance in the content of the 
article and message but called attention to our former practices 
of getting blanket approval to international matters like this 
which was erroneous and came up to haunt us. Pelt we have no 
cause or urgency to take a stand for one or the other and thought 
that our endorsement should be limited to consist of those 
aspects of the quarrel on which our party has up to now adopted 
a position. More the reason not to act because in many areas 
of this quarrel we are not familiar. We should not become 
involved in judging the methods of CPC and of criticism to it. 
We might ask, however, what really has caused this situation. 
Why did the Soviet Union permit this situation to smolder, 
develop and now finally break out? Are there certain relations 
between states causing them? Are there certain political or 
economic factors within China which have accentuated the problem? 
We do not know these things and would be presumptuous to sit as 
judges on the Chinese, although he thinks their attitude on the 
large issues is wrong. Particularly are they wrong on the so- 
called "Third Way." The third way would mean world war and have 
to be rejected. 
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TOMMY DENNIS agreed with the substance of the 
article on the major questions but also said he was somewhat 
concerned with what this row would cause in regard to the 
colored races and the people of Asia and Africa with respect 
to the Soviet Union* 

WEINSTONE said that here we have a severe ideological 
struggle and Cannot avoid talcing a stand upon it. The comrades 
who argue we should evade action are actually evading a decision 
on what our own party stands for. Said he thinks the Soviet 
article and position lays the basis of overcoming these divisions 
with the Chinese and not deepening them and our approach to the 
problem should be similar. There is no need for us to start 
calling the Chinese names but to search for the comradely basis 
of agreement. He said he thinks KHRUSHCHEV* s efforts to convince 
the CPC is an example of the patient and comradely method we 
must help to develop to bring pressure upon the Chinese. 

CARL WINTER said that instead of our correcting China 
and sitting in judgment on matters upon which we have inadequate 
information we should first discuss our own unique contribution 
to make against our own imperialist because in this respect we 
have much to do. He thought that the unity of the Socialist 
camp is and should be our basic concern. He felt there are 
differences in the international party movement and there will 
continue to be so. We should not become alarmed over this 
but consider it a natural process and have to guard unity while 
at the same time resolving these differences as friends. There 
cannot be uniformity of policy or approach to policy as long 
as there are classes and various levels of development. The 
Chinese have one level of development; the Russians have 
another /etc., and it is natural that certain differences of 
approach would ensue. He saw these present differences as 
natural differences but not so firmed or jelled that they 
cannot be resolved. While we recognize natural differences 
we should not allow them to reach the point where they become 
points of division and breakup in the world movement. 
V/hile we appreciate the national character of these differences, 
we can never allow them to overrun the international character 
of the workers* interest. The CPC national idea is not under- 
standable within the framework of the world movement. We must 
recognize the right of having differences within the framework 
of the unity of the world movement but not outside of it. He 
said he thought China was wrong in relation to its policy 
toward Indonesia but that this is a type of problem not 
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encountered by Communists before; and, while at long range it 
looks wrong, he does not know if the Chinese have valid r ason 
for provoking Indonesia as well as India. He felt that instead 
of being ivory-tower criticizers of a great Socialist nation 
like China, our motion should include some self-criticism of 
ourselves for not having done a lot up to now to help them and 
should also recognize some of the great achievements of the CP 
of China and not fall victim to helping development of a move- 
ment of injury to China. 

Most remaining speakers as LUMER, STACBEL, BLUM, WEST, 
MEYER, WEINSTOCK, DAVIS, JACKSON were forthright in their 
complete agreement with the Russian document and developed 
extensive speeches supporting and proving the various points 
indicated*

The "booklet" of materials containing the position of 
the CP of China in its "ideological" quarrel wit* the CP USSR is 
entitled "Long Live Leninism," a copy of which is attached hereto. 

The CP of China is circulating this book (and many 
other titles) in vast quantities in many languages and to many 
nations. 

It is this fact which is irritating the Soviets, for 
it is no longer a matter where an isolated article appears and 
is soon forgotten, but is circulated to all peoples in all 
countries and takes on the form of being an international 
movement . 



The book "Long Live Leninism" contains three basic 
articles representing the CPC viewpoint. They are:

This is signed by the "Editorial department of 
"Hongqi," but it is clearly a document of the 
Central Committee of the CPC.

ALBERTSON attends State CP Staff and Board meetings 
and has been mentioned as the possible Labor Secretary of the 
New York State CP.

APTHEKER is an at large member of the NC. He 
continues to deliver speeches On CP ■•.«iatters ; to clubs on a 
local level. It has been reported that APTHEKER has contact 
with many Legations in the United States.

AUERBACH is an at large member of the NC who is 
commonly known as JAMES ALLEN* He has been recommended 
as a member of the Editorial Board of "Political Affairs

CHASE submitted his resignation to the New England 
District Committee on 6/5/60, but that 'committee refused to 
accept his resignation. At a meeting in New York City in 
June, i960, CHASE indicated he has a serious family problem 
in that his wife will not consider moving to Boston. CHASE 
said at that time that he felt the CP Organizer should live 
in Boston. He commented that because of his family situation, 
lack of office and housing space, it would be most difficult 
for him to continue as District Organiser.

On 7/1 4/^0, HALL completed the purchase of a 
private residence at 230 Van Cortlandt Park Avenue, 
Yonkers, New York, costing $22,000. He has subsequently 
moved his family from Cleveland to this new residence. 

.HATHAWAY, CLARENCE 

HATHAWAY is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the position of Chairman of the New York district. 

He . continues to take a leading role in the 
New York District and attends meetings of the Secretariat and 
NEC. 

HEALEY, DOROTHY 

HEALEY is a member of the NC representing the 
SCDCP. In addition HEALEY holds the position of Chairman 
of the SCDCP. 

HEALEY appears to be reconciled to a middle of the 
road position and has had no bitter words of criticism of 
the National leadership during the recent period. 

She attended meetings of the NEC in May and 
August, I960, and there has been no information that she 
tried to play her usual "fire brand role". 

HEALEY is separated from her husband, SLIM CONNELLY, 
but they have not yet received a divorce. She lives with her 
teenage son. HSAXSY is knoxvn to have tendencies toward 
nymphomania and 'has a reputation in the Party of being "man 
crasy". 
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JACKSON j JAMES E. 

JACKSON is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the title of National Secretary £>r the South. In 
addition he is the editor of "The Worker". 

JACKSON is an official delegate to the Congress 
of the Partida Socialista Popular, the CP of Cuba, 
scheduled to start in Havana on 8/16/60. 

JOHNSON, ARNOLD 

JOHNSON is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of Vice Chairman of the New York State CP. 

He continues to attend State Board and Staff 
meetings as well as meetings of the Secretariat and NEC. Hia 
main line of work at the present time is concerned with the 
peace issue in the coming National elections. He delivered 
a report on the peace issue at a meeting of the NEC held 
8/6/60. 

KRCHMAREK, ANTHONY 

KRCHMAREK is a member of the NC representing 
the Ohio District. In addition KRCHMAREK holds the position 
of State Chairman of the Ohio CP. 

In May, i960, KRCHMAREK was in attendance at an 
enlarged meeting of the National Trade Union Commission of 
the CP, USA held in New York City at which he gave a report 
for the National Steel Commission. KRCHMAREK continues 
to take an active part in CP work in the trade union field. 

On 5/26/60, KRCHMAREK appeared before the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities $KJUA)dn Mashingto«kDC. 
It is noted that Lieutenant Colonel FRANTISA TISLER, former 
Czech Military Attache who defected to the United States of 
America in 1959., reportedly testified before this committee 
earlier in May indicating KRCHMAREK had met with the Czech 
ambassador and other embassy officials on several occasions 
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and had. received $3,000 through the Embassy on orders from 
Prague for propaganda activities and financial aid for his 
defense for his trial in Ohio on charges' of violating 
the Smith Act. In his appearance before the HCUA, 
KRCHMAREK declined to discuss his occupation and either 
refused to answer questions or denied any association or 
contact with Czech embassy officials. 

KUSHNER, SAM 



KUSHNER is a member of the NC representing the 
Illinois District. He continues to hold the position of 
Midwest Editor of "The Worker" and conducts business on a 
daily basis from CP Headquarters in Chicago in behalf of this 
paper. 

JACK KLINd* member of the Administrative Staff of 
the CP of Illinois and a critic of KUSHNER for some time, 
has expressed the opinion that KUSHNER, along with FLORA 
HALL and MOLLIE WEST have formed a clique to take over the 
leadership of the Illinois District. 

LIGHTffOQgfy CLAUDE 



LIGHTPOOT is a member of the NC representing the 
Illinois District and holds the position of Vice Chairman of 
the CP, USA. LIGHTPOOT, as Secretary of the National Negro 
Commission of the CP, USA, continues to travel throughout the 
country. In June, i960, he went to Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
to attempt to influence the activities surrounding the 
National Convention of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP). However, LIGHTPOOT 
was critical on his return from this Convention in that he 
was forced to operate outside the Convention and that "he could 
not reply 'on his contacts within the Convention." 
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in July, I960, JACK KL1NG- stated that SAM 
KUSHNER, FLORA HALL and MOLLIE WEST were forming a clique 
to take over the Illinois District and that this condition 
is due to the fault of LIGHTFOOT x*ho does not stand up 
and fight. 

LIGHTFOOT, GERALDYNE 



LIGHTFOOT is an at large member of the NC. LIGHTFOOT 
was on an extended trip abroad, attending the Conference of : 
African Women and African Descent held in Ghana, 7/15-25/60. 
She returned from Europe on 8/3/60. 

Her husband, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, has stated that his 
wife would not resume 'Party work until September, I960. 
He stated that it had originally been felt that GERALDYNE 
would work part time but did not believe the Party could 
could afford this unless the organizational fund increased.

LIMA is a member of the NC representing the 
Northern California District. Prior to the hearings of the 
BBJk held in San Francisco during May, i960, LIMA was 
engaged in arousing community student resistance to these 
hearings.

NABRIED and more particularly his paramour and 
District Organization Secretary, PRANCES GABOW, have made 
accusations of white chauvinism against the CPEPD members 
for failing to work with NABRIED because he is a Negro. 
They have been vague accusations rather than formal charges. 
The right wing adherence, many of whom have not resigned from 
the Party, are doing the minimum of paying dues to retain 
Party membership. According to NABRIED, this group appears 
to be working behind the scenes to insure the failure of the 
Party plans.

FLORA HALL 
stated she did not like this matter and asked that a discussion 
be held with GUS HALL while he was in Chicago. In early 
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June, i960, GUS HALL while in Chicago discussed the matter of 
the possiblity of transferring FLO HALL to Michigan with 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, CARL WINTER and SAM KUSHNER. LIGHTFOOT' s 
comments at this meeting were to the effect that he thought 
FLORA HALL should stay in the Illinois District.

This » situation has resulted in 
considerable friction between the two women. NABRIED in the 
past has had recurrent difficulties with his heart. During 
June his doctor ordered him to the hospital for observation.

was forced to move to a new address on the west side of town.

Peace 

The item of "peace** was an agenda item but was not 
discussed or treated as a specific subject. Various speeches 
touched on the item regardless of what agenda subject was being 
considered. 

At the beginning of the NEC on 8/6/60 (GUS) HALL 
proposed selection of a subcommittee on peace to be headed by 
(HY) LUMER. Due to time pressures this subcommittee, charged 
with preparation of a resolution on the subject, did not meet 
during the formal sessions of the NEC, but held something of 
A session on 8/9/60, the day after the NEC had adjourned. The 
composition of this gathering was of those NEC members who had 
remained over until Tuesday to transact administrative matters 
effecting their districts. Therefore, it must be said that 
the end product, the resolution, is LUMER ' s sole work and was 
agreed to by the Secretariat members. 

A glance at the resolution, and comparing it with 
the subjects covered in the Childs Report on Sino-Russian 
differences, demonstrates how rapidly the NEC has moved to 
openly establish its position as hostile to the CP, China 
viewpoints and its full accord with the position of the CP, USSR. 
The resolution obliquely rejects the Chinese attitude against, 
"coexistence" and the argument "peace under capitalism is 
illusory". The resolution frankly states that the CP, USA 
sides with "the other COMMUNIST PARTIES". The resolution, you 
will note, unabashedly utilizes the very phraseology contained 
in the "message" from the CP S USSR, when it speaks of "the 
basic shift in world relations" and "ours is the epoch of the 
disintegration of imperialism. It is the epoch of the rise, 
consolidation and final victory of World socialism." 

This resolution rejects the Chinese spoofing about 
disarmament and stoppage of nuclear tests which closely corres- 
ponds to the "message". 

The resolution, in the manner of a public discussion 
with an unnamed opponent, deals directly with a number of 
Chinese arguments, that it is illusory, deceptive and mis- 
leading to have the masses believe peace can be attained 
through disarmament, limitation of A b©mbs or conferences, etc. 
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and cannot be realized snort of ms>rld revolution* 

However, in accordance with the line of the "message" 
it is seen that a part of the resolution is a concession to 
the militant Chinese position which calls for no illusions 
about imperialism and a more vigorous fight against it* 

Parts of the resolution are direct outgrowths of 
matters referred to in the "message" to the effect that the 
Chinese CP had feelings that the USSR and other COMMUNIST 
PARTIES had not been doing enough to "unfreeze" her inter- 
national position of U,N. exclusion and trade boycott, 
(It will be noted that in the "message" the CP, USSR defen- 
sively answered by relating the vast amount of aid it has 
rendered the CP, China.) 

A study of the "peace resolution" of the NEC shows 
it to be fully consistent with support of the CP, USSR vs. 

CP, China. 

It is expressive of the rapidity with which the 
CP, USA responds to the need of the USSR on ideological and 
foreign policy questions. 

Election Policy 

This subject occupied the most time in speeches and • 
committee meetings. 

In absence everywhere of any "progressive" candidates 
or CP election tickets, and with only th© candidates of the 
two major parties in the field, th© COMMUNIST PARTY is h^rtd- 
pnt to find gome kind of a latch to hang on to in the 1960 



The effort to resolve this dilemaa and to try and 
find a course of activity and reason for existence resulted 
in the "statement of CP policy" « 

In essence, it means that ©sasept for the 21st 
Congressional District in New York and a New York (Washington 
Heights area) Assembly District , the CP will not have any 
semblance of an election campaign in its own name* 

In accordance with the policy statement, Communists 
in this campaign will try to infiltrate lower areas of the 
two major parties in an effort to find support by "developing 
5", etc* 

~> 4l 
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CP members will find the policy statement confusing.' 
Ostensibly it says "a curs© on both" parties and candidates , 
and elsewhere argues against any boycott or "sitting out" 
of the election. 

Members are asking "2f both candidates and parties 
are pro-cold war, then who should w® support, for there are 
none other," They are saying that if the people should not 
"sit it out" then who should be supported 8 The Party leader- 
ship cannot answer this question except to very broadly imply 
as set out in point 5 of the election policy statement that 
a "defeat" for this (NIXON) ticket would be heralded everywhere 
as a defeat for those war- inciting and anti-labor policies 
(of EISENHOWER) „" The statement then says that the progressives 
and Negroes will vote through the Democratic Party and, 
inferentially, we should do the same* 

Point 4 of the resolution says that "It would be 
an error for onr party to indicate support of one ticket or 
the other either directly or implicitly", and in point 5 says 
"This does not mean that we, as a party, or as Communists, 
should endorse the KENNEDY- JOHNSON ticket," These particular 
statements compound confusion and subject the HALL leadership 
to many questions by the membership 0 

The election policy statement indicates the great 
confusion of the CP leadership and its inability from the 
membership viewpoint to give a clear and consistent policy 
on the elections. 

It may be expected that more and more the CP line 
will heavily veer toward supporting Democratic Party candidates 
as the "lesser evil", although not doing so publicly for fear 
of attack from the leftist crowd. 

At the NEC meeting this high state of confusion 
was shown in the report submitted on the matter by BEN DAVIS, 
who now has the title of National Legislative Director, 

His report was unprepared, jusfeled, and vague and 
often directly contradictory. Everyone concluded he "said 
nothing" and only the restraint of not wishing to speak 
sharply to a Negro saved DAVIS from a withering criticism. 
Often his report was at variance and opposite to the policy 
statement which was presented immediately afterward by 
(CLARENCE) HATHAWAY, DAVIS, for example, advanced and then 
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withdrew, under criticism, a slogan of "a curse on both 
candidates and parties" ♦ This was heavily criticized as 
feeding "stay at home" and "boycott" tendencies. 

The NEC voted not to make any efforts to have a 
CP national ticket. It is already too late to conform 
with requirements in all but six or eight unimportant States. 
DAVIS favored making an effort nevertheless. The majority 
thought it would be ridiculous. 

The long delay and forced abandonment of this possible 
project was heavily criticized by NEC members., The truth is 
the matter was allowed by HALL to slide into being a moot 
question for fear that DAVIS and BEST (from Seattle) and 
other reputed leftists would make a noise. 

The NEC also voted, on HALL's recommendation, to 
abandon plans for a national conference on electoral and 
legislative matters as directed by the 3/27/60 meeting of the 
National Committee. HALL said that there were no funds to 
arrange such a costly affair. The NEC voted to recommend the 
holding of regional conferences on this matter on the East 
Coast and Midwest, possibly late in September. A decision was 
adopted to publish the statement on election policy in thousands 
of copies for use by all districts. 

The NEC voted to meet again in approximately six 
weeks and to convene the full National Committee "no later 
than in November" to assess the election results. 

The NEC was directed to establish a committee to 
make a full survey of the electoral requirements in all fifty 
States, from the viewpoint of a possible future CP and "inde- 
pendent" ticket being put up. (DOROTHY) HE ALE Y maliciously 
enjoyed berating DAVIS for not having the least idea of such 
data. 

The report of DAVIS, which was viewed as more of a 
confused harangue, was adopted. H® was directed to complete 
its preparation and have it published in the September issue 
of "Political Affairs". 

Review Cadre and Disciplinary Committ®© 

At the opening session of the NEC, HALL proposed 
this to be one of the subcommittees which should meet during 
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the session and bring In a series of proposals t© set up 
ssmch a typ© ©f body. 

He nominated for this subcoHnittee NABRIED, TOOHEY, 
HELEN WINTER and MORRIS CHILES. 

Asked what he meant by such a p®rwn©nt committee 
t© be set up, HALL answered "Call it what you will, give it 
any nam© y©u like, but a body wMcb wml<& pretty much have 
the functions and authority @tf tfee old personnel and 
Review Committee, the former Appeals Otsanitteo, but also to 
deal with cadre and personnel Batters, ©heck ©n personnel, 
and start to look into what a hell of a lot of people are 
doing and not doing." 

Pressed for details from the floor, he said, M A lot 
©f oases are arising which need the attention of such a body* 
For ©sample, to look into the activity ©r nonaetivity of a 
number of N.C. members and determine if a large number of them 
shouldn't just be dropped as N.C. m©Hjfe@rs. Also, take a 
s^o® like New England. Something Strang© is going on up there 
which demands we look int© it, Y©u sh®uld have heard the 
scandalous and impermissible way a gang of them talked and 
acted when they came in." 

HALL repeated the demand for a hard-b@iled committee 
of this character, larger than the f@rm©r Appeals Committee, 
because its functions would be greater. 

During the NEC sessions, th© aforementioned subcommittee 
held several meetings. They ©2m8as.*s©d iheir lack of understanding 
©f what they were expected t© do. On @n© occasion they brought 
HALL into their discussion and asked him -sehat kind of committee 
he wanted and precisely what its fractions would be. Again 
HALL indicated a desire for a hard-boiled committee with 
functions of a Judicial and disciplinary character to be used 
for supervising, checking, and ©seaaaining personnel questions. 

The subcommittee debated just what kind of a committee 
was wanted and finally decided t© throw the whole subject 
before th© full meeting and t© ©©aatfiia© their work t© submitting 
a list ©f "old hard-boiled" ©©rarssdes as n®»in©es for this 
permanent committe©. Thos© nominated wsro (THOMAS) NABRIED, 
<PAT) TOOHEY, C. WINTER* JACK CLJN& 8 MORRIS CHIXSS, WILL 
WEINSTONE, A. TRACHTENBERG, iM HARRIS and PHIL BART 0 
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When it came time for the subcommittee to make its 
report to the NEC, it was near adjournment time and this matter 
was voted by the NEC to be deferred until the next meeting 
of that body* 

Youth Question 

A considerable discussion occurred on a brief report 
by DANNY (RUBIN) on the present status of the Yduth- Movement . 

On "Where to go from here", very sharp words took 
place between W INTER 9 LUMER, LIGHTFOQT and HALL, It reached 
yelling stages after a while* 

The point at issue was: 

Would the CP endorse and encourage steps in the 
direction of forming a new, national , pro-Marxist organization, 
or remain content with the present loose and amorphous setup 
established around the magazine "Advance", etc* 

Finally a motion was adopted that the CP endorse 
the project of "an organizing committee of youth" to be 
formed to discuss and decide upon such a national adventure 
and that the CP recommend such an "organizing committee" have 
a national conference of youth during the Christmas holiday? « 

Party Streamlining 

On "streamlining the Party", the N EC meeting reached 
this point long after the meeting decided to adjourn and it 
could not foe dealt with, much to the chagrin and anger of HALL* 

MICKEY LIMA inquired as to why it was so important 
to take this question up now, particularly since HALL had 
insisted it be done now or by an especially appointed committee 
later. 

HALL answered it was "time the Party is getting off 
this god-damned dim© it is on, clear out a lot of dross and 
underbrush, and get away from the condition where the main 
preoccupation of most of the membership is that of ♦servicing 1 
an unwieldy and unproductive apparatus - to trim it down, 
make it work," 

It appears HALL was prepared to submit a series 
of "streamlining" measures, but the meeting was dissolving 
at this point by people leaving for trains and planes ♦ 
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fo dispose of the matter a motion was carried to pat 
the sssfojecst on the agenda of the next NEC meeting for definite 
action and to imsterct the "org-buro" (BART, et al) to bold 
meetings between now and then* to screen questions and come 
in with definite proposals* *

It was not accidental that certain positions were 
taken in the New York discussion on the part of MILT 
(ROSEN) and EVIE (WEINER) who remarked that they did ' 
not see any fundamental disagreement between our positions-

struggle, one a struggle against revisionism and 2, a struggle 
against dogmatism and sectarianism.

Whether it should 
describe itself as an organization for such a movement or , 
one that presents an opportunity for young" people to find 
out about Socialism. 

.The only sharp difference that remains in my 
mind is the next NEC meeting which would be in October. 
Now if we wait for that NEC meeting and do nothing prior to 
that time I do not think it practical to look forward to 
a conference at the Christmas break. Our next opportunity- 
would be around Easter time.. 

The question is can we go ahead and start as soon 
as possible with the initial steps for a Christmas conference. 
The initial step would be the putting out of a call for a 
conference. We would outline the kind of conference that 
we want to get,, not taking any position that we would leave 
to the NEC to resolve.

I would like to work out a draft to see whether 
or not it has enough drive to it. I think I could spend 
a great deal of time traveling to the west coast and the 
mid-west^, perhaps as much as 2 months between now and the 
Christmas conference. The first thing is to put out a 
document as GUS (HALL) indicated in terms of the character 

of the youth organization . I think you have all seen 

this thing I have been showing around regarding the 
general role and character of the youth organization. I 
think we ought to put out the commas of a number of young 
people as well as a draft call for the NEC to comment on .

I would propose that it meets quarterly. A 
document of the character, draft call* personnel and the 
trip needs to be" referred to a committee to be, worked 
on in detail because some of these things are in rough 
form. 

On the document that we showed to everyone , 
most of the comrades were in general agreement but 
part made some points in regard to it. One point that 
was made was that the youth work should be active in its 
own right and this is not clearly stated in the document.

POTASH, JAMES JACKSON, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, ARNOLD JOHNSON, 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY and JACK STACHEL. 

LUMER mentioned on the previous day a few of 
the members of the Secretariat had gotten together and 
decided on the following points to be discussed:

GUS II£LL suggested that a report be given on 
Cuba first and/fcnen be determined whether other 'points 
on the agenda could be discussed. 

JAMS JACKSON stated that his report with 
reference to Cuba would be limited to informal comments 
relative to the delegation to. the Cuban Party Convention. 
He said that those accompanying him were PAT TOOHEY, JESUS 
COLON, MORRIS CHILDS and HELEN WINTER. According to 
JACKSON, the impression of this group/uhat the revolution 
in Cuba has become a thorough social revolution that is 
active and advancing. He commented "Our first impression 
was of a people full of animation and comprehension of 
what they are doing and where they are going ..... with 
absolute confidence of the forces." With respect to 
the 8th Assembly of the CP in Cuba, JACKSON said that 
there were 2Q0 voting delegates with about 300 to 500 
visitors. The convention lasted a week and guests came 
from all segments of the people in Cuba including 
Army Generals, trade union leaders and cultural 
figures. The convention had representatives from 35 
CPs of the world. All of Latin America was represented 
with the exception of Panama. The Soviet Union was not 
officially represented but there was a press representative 
from *5Pravda " 

All parties in the world sent written greetings 
and the one from India received a tremendous ovation. 

JACKSON described the convention as mirroring 
the enthusiasm of the Cuban people. He said that some 
of the speeches were very long but the delegates hung 
on to every word. It was not a captive audience but 
there was a communication and interchange between the 
audience and the speakers. The report by the Party's 
organisation secretary was a comprehensive survey of 
the revolution plus a projection of the path of the 
revolution to this date. The Organisation secretary 
of the party in his report on the party program said 
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.NY 100-80641 



that the major contribution of the party was the 
development of the revolutionary consciousness and the 
establishment of the objectives in the minds of the 
people. At a critical junction of the revolution 
the party was able to convince the masses that a 
simple change of government politics was not the complete 
revolution. The party urged the continuing 
development of relations- with world countries and not 
just the United States. They urged the wiping out of the 
complete inequality of the NegijQgs and whites. They 
urged distruction of the apparatus of the semi-colonial 
regimes. 

JACKSON asked the question "What is the present 
stage and character of the Revolution?" and then in answer 
to his cwn question said "The revolution has gone and 
his going through a series of steps and stages- . .. •*>•>♦ . 

each stage has a different task and strategy the 

basic objective of the revolution was to drive out foreign 
domination and to assume full independence....." 
According to JACKSON, the forces of the revolution 
were the* workers and the peasants plus all the 
nationalistic plant forces. He said that the 
working class played a special and decisive role. 
JACKSON noted that a report had been give at the 
convention relative to the relationship of the party 
to Negro forces. He noted also that a report had been 
given at the convention describing five characteristics 
of the revolution. According to JACKSON, the party 
speaker put forth all kinds of arguments to fight 
ant i- communism and gave ammunition to the delegates to 
fight anti-cornmunist forces. With respect to the 
possibility of the revolution becoming a captive of 
CASTRO, JACKSON said that the party says the answer 
lies in raising the revolutionary consciousness of the 
masses to the revolution. At this party convention 
it was suggested that efforts be made to .fMcJ ways 
to break tourist boycott.

The party speakers said that a defeatist attitude 
toward the sugar quota should not he maintained and 
that the United States Government should be pressured 
into repurchasing sugar. 

BEN DAVIS expressed concern over when the 
party was going to get down to concrete action whereby 
the Cuban and Negro people are mobilized in order to 
demonstrate against American Imperialism. 
DAVIS was also concerning with "our anticipatory role, 
for at some point Cuba is going to demand the end 
of that G.D 8 American base." (The reference apparently 
being to the Guantanamo Base in Cuba). 

DAVIS recommended that a special meeting 
be held to discuss Cuba so that they could grapple with 
the definite responsibility which the party -has*.*. 

IRVING POTASH was in agreement with DAVIS and 
suggested that the Secretariat set aside a meeting and 
invite comrades for a full session at which time 
"our relations with Latin America" would be discussed 
and a report and recommendations be prepared. 

GUS HALL said that such a meeting would be 
held as soon as possible. 
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IRVING POTASH next spoke concerning HENRY WINSTON. 
He pointed out that WINSTON'S eye has gotten worse ; is 
getting very little treatment j is surrounded by rabid 
anti- Communists and because of these factors WINSTON 
is saying that he would prefer to go back to prison. 
POTASH further remarked JOHN AST was to.submit a brief 
on the WINSTON case, however, A&T feels that the WINSTON 
case "involves a moot question*' and the only thing to do 
is to join with the government. POTASH remarked that he 
had consulted with three other lawyers and they were of 
the opinion that there are other ways of proceeding 
without dropping this fight. 

Continuing, POTASH remarked that he had written 
a letter to EDNA (WINSTON) and had requested her to read 
this letter to WINNIE remarking that he had taken this action 
because they could not depend upon EDNA to give WINNIE 
the information verbally as she does not agree with us. 
POTASH said that "we" whould fight the conditions in 
the hospital and the Party should proceed on the basis 
of cruel and inhuman punishment in seeking WINSTON'S 
release. 

BEN DAVIS remarked that the Party should demand of 
the court to get an accounting of the way in which WINNIE 
is being treated in a public health hospital. DAVIS 
remarked that JOHN ABT should be replaced as the attorney 
in this case because he does not believe in this type 
of legal action. DAVIS said that what was needed was 
a bold lawyer who makes a practice of going out of the 
"beaten path". 

DAVIS further recommended that some kind of ad 
hoc committee should be set up with regard to political 
prisoners. He recommended that advertisments should be 
put into newspapers telling the world how WINNIE Is being 
treated.

DAVIS also felt that efforts should be made to 
get a lawyer to get a petition addressed to every single 
member of the UN regarding the curelty being practiced 
by the American Government in connection with political , 
prisoners. DAVIS also recommended that picket lines 
could be formed at the UN. 

CLAUDE tiGI-ITFOOa 1 recommended that a petition should 
be drafted to the Human Rights Commission of the UN with 
regard to the WINSTON case and further that picket lines 
should be formed all over the country and not Just in NY. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON recommended that VIC RpXNOWITZ 
could take over attorney in the WINSTON cas'S without 
hurting JOHN ABT. 

HY LUMER next reported that a peace forum Is 
being organized in Philadelphia on Saturday (believed 
referring to 9/10/60) by some peace organizations and the 
ALF-CIO. He remarked that the Party is to have a speaker 
there. 

JAMES JACKSON stated that in connection with the 
question of peace, the KHRUSHCHEV visit and the coming 
session of the General Assembly of the UN, the Party 
should make an extraordinary effort to attach the same 
significance to thwse matters as do the socialist countries 
of the world. He said that the capitalist newspapers 
are campaigning for massive provocation in connection with 
Premier KHRUSHCHEV. He said "we" should mobilize our 
own people at the airport or at..,least at the UN, He 
said "we" should -produce, a four page tabloid with 
KHRUSHCHEV'S picture and the pictures of other heads 
of state along with a statement concerning the issues . 
of peace and disarmament. 
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JACKSON said that this could be produced by 
the Council of Soviet American Friendship. JACKSON 
remarked that if this is not possible taipa an ad hoc 
committee of American (tourists ph.) could" be formed 
to publish this tabloid. He said it should be determined 
whether it is possible for the Party to organize a hotel 
luncheon for KHRUSHCHEV. Also to see if it is possible 
to get POWELL (ADAM CLAYTON), Rev. GALAMISON (x>h? or their 
equivalent in Negro life to organize a dinner or a 
reception. 

JACKSON said they should see if it is possible 
for the Council of Soviet American Freindship or SANE 
to organize a peace rally at Carnegie Hall with Premier 
KHRUSHCHEV and the heads of state being invited to speak. 

IRVING POTASH commented that in connection with 
Premier KHRUSHCHEV'S visit, the Party should not approach 
Labor but the Party should get others to approach them. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY remarked that if SANE is approached 
merely on the basis of KHRUSHCHEV'S visit their response 
probably will not be good, but if the approach is on a 
broader basis, we might get a better response.

On September 11, 1960, PHIL BART, National Organization 
Secretary of the CP, USA, was discussing a meeting of National 
Committee members from the Eastern Seaboard which was held' 
on Saturday, September 10, 1960, and lasted until 11:00 p.m.

According to BART, there were two items on the 
agenda for this meeting and they were as follows: 

1. A report on the international situation and 

the issue of peace by JAMES JACKSON. 

2. A report on the 1960 election campaign by 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY. 

BART stated that there were a little over twenty 
National Committee members and eight or nine invited guests 
present. HOMER CHASE of New England brought two or three 
guests with him. CHASE led the fight at this meeting. Concerning 
the current ideological dispute between the CP, SU, and the CP 
of China, CHASE asked if the Russians had gone half way to reach 
an agreement with the Chinese. / 

According to BART, PAUL ROBESON Jr. made the worsS 
attack against the Russians at this meeting. He referred to 
some remarks attributed to NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV by CHARLES 
DE GAULLE when KHRUSHCHEV was in Paris for the Summit meeting. 
BE GAULLE had said that KHRUSHCHEV stated that he was worried 
about Western civilization and" the white race. ROBESON wanted 
to know if KHRUSHCHEV had made such remarks and if so, if he 
had ever explained them. ROBESON was also critical of the 
position of KHRUSHCHEV in regard to Algeria. He accused the 
Russians of compromising with imperialism and against the 
national ambitions of colonial countries. ' 

BART said that in a veiled way, WILLIAM L. PATTERSON / 
Joined in the castigation of the Soviet Union. BART interpreted/ 
the remarks of both PATTERSON and ROBESON as anti-Soviet. 7

GUS HALL took the floor and stated, we have our own 
position on these matters but there will be no compromise with 
anyone who expresses an anti-Soviet position* 

BART said that a vote was taken on the resolution 
of the National Executive Committee dealing with peace . The 
vote was as follows t 19 in favor, two opposed, and two 
abstaining. 

The no votes were cast by CHASE and ROBESON. 

BART said that there was also a big battle on the 
second point on the agenda, the 1960 election campaign. CHASE 
led the fight on this point. BART commented that CHASE had 
previously published a bulletin in New England, This bulletin 
makes ADLAI STEVENSON the main enemy of peace. ANNE BURLAE 
refused to distribute this bulletin. At this Eastern Seaboard 
meeting, CHASE argued that the Democratic Party is not a party 
of peace and that the CP should run independent candidates. 

PAUL ROBESON Jr. voted against the National Executive 
Committee resolution on the 1960 elections although he left 
the meeting before the discussion and before the vote on this 
point of the agenda. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT participated in the discussion and 
called CHASE and ROBESON leftist phrase mongers. 

A vote on the National Executive Committee resolution 
3pP platform for the I960 election campaign was as follows: 
124 in favor, two opposed, and two abstentions. Again, the 
no votes were cast by CHASE and ROBESON. BART said that a 
consultative vote was taken and most of the guests voted in 
favor of the National Executive Committee resolution. 

H5f LUMER introduced a surprise motion. The following 
is the essence of LUMER f s motion: That the policy of the New 
England District on the 1960 elections is not the policy of 
the CP, USA. Rather it is a sectarian, dogmatic, leftist policy. 
The National Executive Committee is instructed to tell the member- 
ship of the New England District that any policy other than that 
contained in the National Executive Committee resolution is an 
anti-Party policy. That this meeting goes on the record as 
condemning the policy of the New England District. 



BART said that BEN DAVIS stated that he would agree 
that the policy of the New. England District is a sectarian 
policy provided that all other adjectives were stricken. The 
motion of LUMER, as amended by DAVIS, was carried with no votes 
against it. 

BART said that the discussion at this Eastern 
Seaboard meeting will be continued in a meeting of the Secretariat 
of the CP, USA, and that o a real fight is on in the Party.
